Indian troops foil coup 


attempt in Maldives 


COLOMBO, Nov 4, (Agen- 
cies): Indian forces today cap- 
tured a boat carrying mercen- 
aries who fled the Maldives 
after failing to topple the 
government of the Indian 
Ocean archipelago and 
paratroops combed the 
capital for stragglers, officials 
said. 

The 1,600 elite Indian 
paratroops landed in the Mal- 
dives hours after gunmen 
invaded the islands from boats 
and seized the capital, engaging 
in Tierce battles with security for- 
ces thaL left at least 12 people 
dead and 100 wounded. 

The mercenaries, believed to 
be Sri Lankan Tamils hired by a 
close associate of a former Mal- 
divian President, abandoned the 
attack and escaped in two ships 
and a tugboat after leaning the 
Indian commandos had arrived, 
Sri Lankan intelligence sources 
said. They reportedly took a 
cabinet minister hostage. 

Sri Lankan ana Indian 
military aircraft searched the 
seas south of the Maldives for the 
three vessels carrying the mer- 
cenaries, Sri Lankan Minister of 
National Security Lalith Ati- 


ulathmudali said. 

A Foreign Ministry official in 
New Delhi said today Indian 
naval forces captured the first 
ship with a number of the attack- 
ers on board and were pursuing 
the second after a reconnaissance 
plane sighted it. 


Crashed 


Indian Prime Minister Rajiv 
Gandhi told Parliament today 
that Indian troops had crushed 
the coup attempt “without a sin- 
gle Indian casualty,'’ and he 
hoped the troop withdrawal 
could begin later in the day. 

"We are happy to be able to 
assist a friendly country. An 
attempt to spread terror and 
overthrow a democratically elec- 
ted government has been frus- 
trated," the Indian leader said. 

India intervened at the request 
of Maldivian President 
Maumoon Abdul Gayoom. who 
went into hiding when the coup 
began and appealed for military 
assistance from India, Pakistan. 
Sri 1-anVa- the United States and 
Britain. India is South Asia's 
greatest military power and has 
recently sought to enlarge its role 
as a peacekeeping force in the

region. 

The Maldives, as archipelago 
of 1,200 low-lying coral islands, 
is located just 380 miles (600 km) 
southwest of India's southern 
tip. "When the mercenaries 
heard the ships and planes com- 
ing, they ran to their boats and 

disappeared," said Sharad 
Sapra, a representative of the 
UN Childrens Fond, in a tele- 
phone interview. 

Ahamed Abdulla, Maldivian 
High Commissioner in Sri 
T j»nV« said that Gayoom and 
his cabinet were "in full control 


of Maldives and normalcy has 
returned." 

A Maldivian official who 
asked notto be identified said the 
fleeing mercenaries had abduc- 
ted Transport Minister Ahamed 
Mujutiaba, apparently to deter 
attacks on their vessels by air- 
craft. 

An official at the National 
Security Forces headquarters in 
Male and said four mercenaries 
had been captured on a nearby 
island but could give ho further 
details. 

In New Delhi, a Foreign Min- 
istry official and the state-run All 
India Radio said the Indian 
paratroopers in a swift operation 
secured key government build- 
ings, including the presidential 
palace, a state-run radio station 
and the headquarters of the 
National Security Service. 

Attack 


The Foreign Ministry official 
said Indian troops had fanned 
out in searchof any invaders who 
might be hiding in the capital 
As the raiders fled, Gayoom 
came out ofhiding and was given 
protection by Indian comman- 
dos. He later contacted the 
Indian prime minister by tele- 


phone and thanked him for the 
military assistance. 

The coup attempt began at 
4:30 am yesterday when an unkn- 
own number of mercenaries 
armed with grenades, automatic 
rifles and light machineguns 
arrived in Male in boats and stor- 
med the capital. 

The invaders, who were joined 
by about 300 Sri Lankans work- 
ing as manual labourers and 
hotel employees in the Maldives, 
swept across the capital, seizing 
government buildings and the 
state-run radio station and 
engaging in gunbattles with the 
capital's tiny security force. 

"We heard gunfire all 
around," one resident said. “We 
were too frightened to leave our 
house.'* 

An Asian diplomatic source in 
Colombo said at least 12 people 
were killed and 100 wounded in 
the assault. 

The raiders captured several 
government ministers and senior 
officials but failed to catch 
Gayoom, 50, who was scheduled 
to be sworn in next week to his 
third five-year term as president.

UNITED NATIONS, Nov 4, 
(AP): The General Assembly has 
overwhelmingly condemned 
Israel on charges of beating, kill- 
ing and deporting Palestinians 
during the 1 1 -month-uprising in 
the occupied territories. 

The assembly “condemns 
Israel's persistent policies and 
practices violating the h uman 
rights of the Palestinian people in 
the occupied territories, includ- 
ing Jerusalem," the resolution 
stated. 

The vote yesterday was 130-2 
with 16 abstentions. 

The United States and Israel 
voted against; Britain and Can- 
ada abstained. 

The PLO opened the debate by 
accusing Israel of murdering 41 1 
Palestinian civilians since an 
anti-Israeli insurrection began in 
the occupied West Bank and 
Gaza Strip nearly 1 1 months ago. 

Practices 

Every year, the assembly by a 
lopsided vote condemns Israeli 
human rights practices in the 
occupied lands, captured from 
Arabs in the 1 967 Mideast war. 

US Ambassador Herbert 
Okun, the deputy permanent 
representative, said the resolu- 
tion “is an unbalanced 
document condemning one of 
the parties for itsactions without 
taking into account acts of 
violence by the other side. 

The resolution cited fatal 
shootings and woun dings by the 
Israeli Army and settlers of 
"defenceless Palestinian 
civilians, the beating and break- 
ing of bones, deportation, 
imposition of restrictive econ- 
omic measures, demolition of 
houses, collective punishment 
and detentions, as well as denial 
of access to the media." 


MOSCOW, Nov 4, (Reuter); 
The Soviet Union is suspending 
its troop withdrawal from Afgh- 
anistan because of a worsening 
military situation there, a senior 
Foreign Ministry official said 
today. 

But First Deputy Foreign 
Minister Alexander Bessmert- 
nykh also told a news conference 
that Moscow still intended to 
remove all its troops from the 
country by Feb 15. the deadline 
set by the Geneva accords on 
Afghanistan. 

“The withdrawal of troops is 
being suspended for the time 
being. What is important is not 
when it will be continued but 
when it wfll be completed,” Bess- 
mertnykh said. 

“The Soviet Union intends to 


is imposing on us are hot the 
conditions for the withdrawal of 
Soviet troops.” 

Bessmertnykh said that 
immediately after Moscow 
began withdrawing its troops on 
May IS, Afghan rebels fighting 
the Soviet-backed Kabul gover- 
nment began “bufldmg up their 
military activity" and “aggravat- 
ing and abusing the situation." 

He said there had been more 
than 550 rebel attacks on Soviet 
units since the withdrawal began, 
including 88 missile attacks and 
440 assaults on Soviet military 
guardposts. 

In the capita] of Kabul alone, 
750 people had been killed and 
more than 550 houses and 50 
office buildings had been des- 
troyed since May 15, he said. 

Supplied 

He said the Soviet Union had 
responded by sending the 
Afghan Army more weapons, an 
apparent reference to new 
Soviet-built SS-1 “Scud” mis- 
siles recently supplied to Kabul. 

He said the range of Soviet 
missiles in Afghanistan did not 
exceed 300 km (240 miles), 
adding that this was too short to 
be included in the superpower 
agreement to eliminate medium- 
range nuclear missiles. 

He rejected recent Western 
criticism of the new Soviet, arms 
shipments, saying critics were 
only trying to divert attention 
from Pakistan's supply line to the 
Muslim rebels of US-built

The Kremlin, which pulled out 
half its 105.000 soldiers by Aug

GENEVA, Nov 4, (Reuter): UN 
Secretary-General Javier Perez 
de Cuellar said today Iran and 
Iraq have made some progress in 
talks to end their right-year Gulf 
war, with negotiations concen- 
trating on four main issues. 

Though he offered no indica- 
tions of an imminent break- 
through in the efforts to con- 
solidate a ceasefire, conference 
sources said it was encouraging 
that the two sides have been 
meeting regularly, often for ses- 
sions of several hours, since a 
third round of talks began earlier 
this week. 

Change 

Perez de Cuellar said he held 
“very useful” separate talks with 
the foreign ministers of Ireland 
Iran this morning and a joint 
meeting would take jplace 
tomorrow morning. Earlier he 
had said he hoped to meet the 
two ministers together this after- 
noon but he did not explain the 
change. 

He also said progress had been 
made at a meeting yesterday at 
which ambassadors from the two 
sides spent three hours working 
out details of a peace plan. 

“They made excellent work in 
the sense of clarification," Perez 
de Cuellar told reporters when he 
arrived at the Palais des Nations, 
the United Nations' European 
headquarters. 

He said tie negotiations were 
concentrating on four points — 
an apparent reference to a plan 
that, according to Iran, the 
secretary-general has advanced 
to try to break tie deadlock and

Benazir has ignored medical 
advice to rest her voice in order to 
continue campaigning for elec- 


tions in 1 2 days, aides said today. 

She has a sore throat after 
addressing up to 15 rallies a day 
during a campaign swing 
through Punjab and Sind provin- 
ces this week and doctors advised 
her to stop making speeches for a 
few days.

41 killed 
in Punjab

AMRITSAR, Nov 4, (Agen- 
cies): Seven bombs, including 
some concealed in sewing 
machines, killed at least 25 peo- 
ple and wounded 5 1 others in tie 
Punjab town of Batata today, 
police said. 

“We suspect Sikh terrorists are 
behind tie explosions," Batala 
police chief S.M. Sharma said. 

A police spokesman in Pun- 
jab’s state capital, Chandigarh, 
said 25 people were killed when 
the bombs exploded in rapid suc- 
cession at a crowded market 
place in a Hindu neighbourhood. 

“There were seven explosions. 


They were so powerful that limbs 
of victims flew all over the 


of victims flew all over the 
place,” said tie spokesman, who 
cannot be identified under brief- 
ing rules. 

Sharma said some of ttae 
explosives were concealed in two 
sewing machines left on bicycles 
200 yards (1 80 metres) apart. 

“They were very powerful. 


Some ofthe injured are in critical 
condition," Sharma said by tele- 


phone. 

Sealed 

“We have imposed curfew in 
the area and more police are 
being sent to counter any retalia- 
tion" in case of a Hindu backlash 
of violence, Sharma said. 

The police spokesman in 
Chandigarh said the state's bor- 
ders with Haryana and Jammu- 
Kashmir were sealed after tie 
blasts. 

“We have also announced a 
new state-wide alert," he said. 

He said police and 
paramilitary troops were search- 
ing tie Batala area. No arrests 
were reported.

Peres ‘rules 
out’ coalition 
with Likud 




OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, 
Nov 4, (Agencies): Foreign Mini- 
ster Shimon Peres said today that 
his Labour Party, narrowly 
defeated in this week’s elections, 
would not join a coalition led by 
tie right-wing Likud Bloc unless 
Labour's peace programme were 
adopted. 

“We are interested in one cen- 
tral thing: tie continuation ofthe 
.peace process," Peres told Army 
Radio. "We won’t join any 
government that doesn’t have a 
plan for peace." 

The statement all but ruled out 
Labour entering a “national 
unity" government as a junior 
partner to Likud. Many Labour 
leaders and left-wing parties 
have urged Peres to form a strong 
opposition bloc and not com- 
promise on any of Labour’s 
policies. 
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“Our obligation and my. 
obligation is to check if there is 
this possibility to continue the 
peace process from tie govern- 
ment," Peres said. “We are not 
going to sell anything or buy any- 
thing.” 

Likud received 40 seats to 
Labour’s 39, leaving Likud in an 
even stronger position to form 
tie next government with a coali- 
tion of right-wing and religious 
parlies, which made a surpris- 
ingly strong showing at the polls.

‘Virus’ invades US 
computer network 


CHICAGO. Nov 4, (UPI): Com- 
puter experts, fending off the lar- 
gest assault ever on America's 
computers, scrambled to patch 
up a potential nationwide 
security problem exposed by a 
“virus” that quickly spread 
through hundreds of university 
and government research com- 
puters. 

No permanent damage or 
security breaches appeared to 
have occurred during the attack, 
but many computers were 
slowed by loads of useless viral 
information, then had to be shut 
down yesterday so they could be 
“disinfected.” 

Mystery 

While the exact identity of the 
saboteurs remained a mystery, 
an anonymous caller to the New 
York Times said the virus 
apparently was the result of an 
experiment by a computer 
science graduate student who 
slipped the virus into the advance 
research projects agency net- 
work computer system. 

As the virus spread to other 
computer systems, experts said it 
was the worst attack of its kind in 
the nation’s history. 

“This is going to be the most 
extensive virus that has ever 


invaded any computer system,” 
Greg Chart rand, manager of the 
computer network at Fermi 
National Accelerator 

Laboratory, told the Washing- 
ton Post 

The invader, termed a “virus” 
or “worm” was a small set of 
computer instructions, probably 
created by a computer hacker to 
expose the potential security 
problem, experts said. 

Undetectable 

Such invaders are designed to 
slip unwanted instructions into 
computers invisibly, making the 
invasion undetectable until it 
causes problems. This “virus” 
forced the computers to make 
many copies of the viral 
programme and send the copies, 
which could also “reproduce”, to 
the other accessible computers, 
packing them with the useless 
viral information. 

A computer scientist at Pur- 
due University, called the virus 
“clever, nasty and definitely anti- 
social” in a message he posted on 
a public computer bulletin 
board. 

Computer experts at 
Lawrence Livermore National 
Laboratory — one of the 
facilities invaded by the bug — 
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ment, with stylish looks 
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fied owners worldwide. 
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deemed the invader a “worm” 
because it did not appear to be 
destroying information stored in 
the computers, as a “virus” 
would. Other experts simply 
called the invader a virus. 

The worm evidently spread 
through a flaw in the electronic 
ma il system of worldwide public 
networks that use phone lines 
link in g thousands of facilities — 
mostly university and govern- 
ment research computers, 
experts said. 

Contained 

The most worrisome invasion 
occurred at the Livermore 
facility near San Francisco, one 
of two national labs where 
nuclear weapons are designed. 
But a spokesman there said the 
invasion “was detected and con- 
tained within two hours” and 
had no chance of penetrating 
high-security files stored in com- 
puters that are isolated from the 
infected public networks. 

The virus also penetrated Air 
Force computer systems at the 
NASA Ames Research Centre in 
Mountain View, California, and 
sophisticated Vax and Sun com- 
puter systems at the Massa- 
chusetts Institute ofTechnology.

AMMAN, Nov 4, (AP): Frank- 
lin Drilon, the Philippines 
Secretary of Labour, has signed 
an agreement with Jordanian 
officials to protect Filipino 
workers in the Middle Eastern 
kingdom, the Philippine 
embassy announced today. 

In a news release, the embassy 
said the pact was signed yester- 
day by Drilon and Jordan's Min- 
ister of Labour, Marwan Dudin. 

About 4,000 Filipinos work in 
Jordan, which itself exports hun- 
dreds of thousands of workers 
abroad.

It was not dear who master- 
minded the coup attempt, but 
intelligence sources said the mer- 
cenaries were believed to be Sri 
Lankan Tamils hired by 
Abdullah Latuii, a Maldives- 
born businessman who lives in 
Colombo and is dose to former 
President Ibrahim Nasir. 

Militant Tamils have been 
fighting the Sri Lankan govern- 
ment and 50,000 Indian peace- 
keeping troops to set up an 
independent Tamil state in Sri 
Lanka. 

Nasir, in a statement released 
in Singapore, today denied he 
was involved in the attempt and 
said: “I no longer retain any 
interests in the Maldives. Neither 
do 1 have any dealings with any 
party in Sri Lanka or with any 
Sri Lankans anywhere.” 

Nasir had groomed Gayoom 
for the office and moved to Sin- 
gapore when Gayoom was elec- 
ted in 1978. Relations between 
the two men deteriorated when 
-Gayoom ordered a probe into 
allegations Nasir had embezzled 
state funds. Gayoom ordered 
some of Nasir’s property seized 
and his brothers tried for corrup- 
tion. 

In 1980, Nasir allegedly hired 
nine former members of Britain ’s 
elite Special Air Service com- 
mando group and sent them to 
assassinate Gayoom. The plan 
collapsed, however, when it was 
leaked to the news media in Sri 
I-anka 

The population of the Mal- 
dives is 181,000 and is overwhel- 
mingly Muslim.

Geoffrey Howe welcomed today 
the intervention by the Indian 
forces to crush the attempted 
coup.

independence for a Palestinian 
state that is expected to be 
approved in Algeria later this 
month. 

The newspaper said Speaker 
Abdul Hamid A1 Sayeh would 
present the document for 
approval to the 453-member 
Palestine National Council, the 
PLO parliament-in -exile, on 
Nov 14 in Algeria. 

A map accompanying the 
document shows the land to be 
divided into two states, one 
Israeli and one Arab, on the basis 
erf a 1947 UN partition resolu- 
tion, the newspaper said.

Resolution 

The UN General Assembly, 
with Soviet support, on Thurs- 
day urged “scrupulous respect” 
for the Afg hanistan settlement as 
reports were received of continu- 
ing frontier strife. 

But a US State Department 
spokesman, quoting sources in 
Kabul, said Soviet Scud missiles 
were fired at American-backed 
Afghan insurgents near the Pak- 
istani border. 

After the General Assembly 
adopted its resolution by consen- 
sus, Lieutenant-General Vernon 
Walters, chief US delegate, con- 
demned Soviet actions. “I con- 
sider them acts of desperation ” 
he said. 

“The world expects the Soviets 
to conform their actions in Afgh- 
anistan to the resolution to which 
they and the entire international 
community have just adhered,” 
he told reporters outside the 
General Assembly hall. 

Muslim guerrillas, meanwhile, 
said they had captured a border

Pass. 

Mujahedeen said they took the 
Torkham Post on Wednesday 
after two days of fighting in 
which they claimed the capture 
of 130 Kabul troops and four 
tanks. 


Students attack US

No 
injuries or arrests were reported.

firebombs into the compound of^' 
a US Army engineering installa- 
tion and fled, shattering win- 
dows but causing no injuries. 
Radicals have demanded the 
withdrawal of the 42,0 00 US 
troops stationed in South Korea 
as part of their anti-American 
campaign. 

In another attack, on the office 
of the national tax administra- 
tion in downtown Seoul, five 
students demanding Chun’s 
arrest occupied a third-floor 
office for half an hour before 
being overpowered by riot 
police. 

Police said two students were 
slightly injured when they jum- 
ped onto mattresses placed by 
police on the ground outside the 


government building, to prevent 
deaths or injuries by protesters 
jumping from windows. 

Chun, whose term ended in 
February, took power with 
military backing in 1980. He has 
been under parliamentary inves- 
tigation on corruption and 
various other charges, including 
his alleged role in putting down a 
1980 civil uprising in the south- 
ern dty of Kwangju.

Kuwait wants 5 years 
to reduce its stake in BP 


LONDON. Nov 4, ( Reuter): The 
Kuwait Investment Office 
(KIO). ordered by Briiain to cut 
its 21.6 per cent stake in British 
Petroleum Co PLC by more than 
half within a year, has asked for a 
five-year deadline, a British 
official said today. 

■'They did ask for five years." a 
spokeswoman for the Office of 
Fair Trading said, adding that 
she believed the request had been 
lodged within the last week. 

Britain last month ordered the 
KIO. Kuwait's London-based 
overseas investment arm, to 
reduce its present stake in BP, 
worth about £3 billion (55.09 


brllion), to a 9.9 per cent holding 
within a year. 

Asked about the stauis of talks 
on an extension of the deadline 
for the KIO share divestment, 
the spokeswoman said negotia- 
tions on the matter were continu- 
ing. 

KIO officials were not 
immediately available for com- 
ment. BP. Britain’s largest com- 
pany declined comment. 

The Office of Fair Trading, a 
government watchdog on trad- 
ing and consumer matters, was 
asked by Trade and Industry 
Secretary Lord Young to 
negotiate with the KIO over the 
divestment.

national, regional and inter- 
national organisations," Al 
Zamil said. 

The Kuwaiti delegate said the 
bank has purchased pesticides, 
aerial spraying equipment, tran- 
sport vehicles and animal feed to 
offset the erosion of pasture from 
the locust attacks. 


Saudis sign 
minesweeper 
deal with UK 

LONDON, Nov 4, (Reuter): 
Saudi Arabia signed a contract 
for six minehunter ships with the 
British company Vosper Thor- 
neycroft on Wednesday. The 
contract is believed to be worth 
more than 300 million pounds 
sterling ($500 million). 

A company spokesman said 
the order, part of a 10-year 15- 
billion-pound ($25-billion) arms 
deal agreed to by Britain and 
Saudi Arabia in July, covered 
Sandown class minehunters fit- 
ted with sophisticated sonar 
equipment. 

. Record.. 

The Saudi arms package, foll- 
owing a 400-million-pound 
(S700 million) sale of advanced 
fighters to Jordan, could boost 
British arms sales to record levels 
in 1988. 

The minesweeper deal was 
agreed to before the August 
ceasefire in the Iran-Iraq war. US 
naval experts believe up to 200 
mines sown during the conflict 
may still be endangering com- 
mercial shipping lanes in the 
Gulf despite minesweeping 
operations by six Western coun- 
tries. 


WASHINGTON, Nov4, (Agen- 
cies): Bahrain on Thursday 
became the second Arab country 
to join and sign the treaty on the 
non-proliferation of nuclear 
weapons. 

At a special ceremony at the 
State Department, Bahrain's 
Ambassador to the United 
States, Ghazi Mohamed Al 
Ghossaibi, signed the treaty. 

Saudi Arabia was the first 
Arab country to join the treaty 
which has been advocated stron- 
gly by the United States. 

Promises 

Commenting on the Bahraini 
move, State Department spokes- 
man Charles Redman said on 
Thursday. 

“The US welcomes Bahrain's 
access to the treaty as a sig- 
nificant contribution to inter- 
national stability." 

The treaty, he added, is “a

WANT to know how to lead a 
longer, happier and healthier 
life? 

Peter Wilson, director of 
laboratories at the National 
Heart and Blood Institute, 
offered some advice on tbe 
subject during a recent lecture at 
the Holiday Inn. 

You can reduce the risk of 
heart attacks or heart disease by 
not smoking, Wilson said. 

To avoid heart problems, con- 
trol your weight and stay 
physically fit with a reasonable 
exercise programme and reduce 
the amount of cholesterol in your 
diet, be said. 

Hypertension and diabetes 
also contribute to heart disease, 
he said. Control of blood pres- 
sure and glucose may help delay 
or prevent heart disease. 

Avoid mental stress, he adv- 
ised. People with high blood 


pressure and excessive drive are 
more susceptible to heart 
problems, studies have shown. 

Hope 

Those who have a family his- 
tory of heart disease must be 
extra careful, Wilson said. But a 
new drug, introduced in Kuwait 
by Safwan Trading Co., offers 
hope. 

The drug, Lopid, was first syn- 
thesized at Warner-Lambert 
Laboratories in 1968. 

A heart study in Helsinki, Fin- 
land, under the direction of the 
University of Helsinki and the 
Finnish National Board of 
Health in co-operation with 
Warner-Lambert showed that 
Lopid had a dual clinical benefit 
by raising higb-density 
lipoproteins (HDL) and lower- 
ing harmful low density 
lipoproteins (LDL), Wilson said. 

Throughout the world, more 
than 1 milli on patients have been 
treated with Lopid

Burma’s students 
prepare to ight back

THEBAWBO. Burma, (UPI): 
Burma's pro-democracy demon- 
strators, crushed by the Army, 
have turned to ethnic rebel 
groups for arms and training to 
fight back against the military 
government. 

“We asked for democracy. 
They gave us bullets.*’ said 5. 
Aung Lwin. a member of the 
executive committee of the All 
Burma Students Democracy- 
Front. “So now we have to give 
(hem bullets buck.” 

Long lines of some 1,200 
young T-shirted Burmese mar- 
ched on the soccer field at the 
Thebawbo camp of the Karen 
eihnic rebel group, awkwardly 
hefting battered rifles as their ins- 
tructors barked orders. 

Karen officer Maj. Robertson 
— he has no first name — in 
charge of the student training, 
said the students were learning 
fast. 

“They all want to go back and 
tight." he said. “They are very 
eager." 

An estimated 10.000 students 
have reached rebel camps of the 
Karen. Shan. Kachin and Mon 
ethnic groups near Burma's nor- 
thern and eastern borders. 

"We didn’t want an armed 
struggle.” said Koko Oo. 27, 
head of the Student Executive 
Committee. “But the Army has 
shown it will never give in to the 
demands of the people without a 
fight.” 

The students spoke bitterly of 
friends gunned down during 
demonstrations. 

Killed 

Since Sept 18. when the 
military look direct control to 
crush the elections, a military 
spokesman said more than 450 
people have been killed. 
Diplomats in Rangoon said the 
toll goes into the thousands. 

“We didn’t have any choice, 
we had to run to live,” said one 
student. 

Dr Myint Chb said about half 
of the students at Thebawbo arc 
sick with malaria and diarrhoea 
from their difficult trek through 
the jungle to the camp. Meagre 
food and medicine has slowed 
their recovery, he said. 

The students said they were 
establishing their own separate 
camps and would remain 
independent of the ethnic rebel 
groups that have been fighting 
the central government for more 
than 30 years. 

They admitted there had been 
confusion and disorganisation 


.v ten they first arrived in the jun- 

■* 

“People came from many 
pi .ces, but it hasn't been hard to 
ge-' organised because we all have 
ih : same aims," said Soe Khaine, 
a member of the Student 
Executive Committee. 

Many students are stiU con- 
used and shocked by the 
traumatic events of past three 
-nonths. Some wonder it they 
nade the right decision to flee to 
te jungle. The Burmese military 
!.a5 tried to increase their doubts 
»o gel them to surrender. 

The military-run radio has 
e toted returned students des- 
cribing ill treatment by the 
K irens at the camp. 

Other broadcasts promised to 
v *lcomc the dissidents back and 
1 arned that military action 
/ould be taken against anyone 
vho do not surrender by Nov ! 8. 

Student leaders at Thebawbo 
•aid they believe the offer was a 
trap. They said students trying to 
return home have been intercep- 
ted by tbe military and killed. 

A Rangoon-based diplomat 
.aid the government was making 
great efforts to break up the 
alliance between the student dis- 
sidents and the ethnic rebels for 
political and psychological 
rather than military reasons. 

“Students have always been in 
the vanguard of political 
movements," said the diplomat. 

He said the citified students 
would be a liability to the insur- 
gents for some time before they 
could be Lrained and toughened. 

“The government is concerned 
not because of the military factor 
but because the students have a 
lot of prestige in society," he said. 

Koko Oo said the students had 
left behind in the cities a network 
that would support the newly 
trained and armed groups from 
the rebel camps. 

Warfare 

“It will be urban guerrilla war- 
fare because we know we cannot 
beat the Army in the jungle — 
they are too well-trained and 
equipped.” he said. 

“In a month we will be trained 
and then we will go back to lead 
the people to victory,” said Aung 
Lwin. 

He said the armed students 
would try to stop the military 
from coercing people during 
elections ex peeled eariy nex t year 
and would provide force to back 
up the moderate opposition 
leaders fighting the regime 
politically. 

“The whole people are with 
us." he said. “It could all be over 
in a year” 


No firm official bias discernible in most countries 


World watches intently as US prepares to vote

LONDON, (Reuter): The world 
awaits the result of the US 
presidential election with studied 
impartiality in the main, but with 
clear favouritism in some tinder- 
box areas. 

Whatever hopes or fears are 
aired inside the Kremlin, the 
Soviet Union is keeping aloof 
from the campaign, and neither 
in Asia nor the European Econ- 
omic Community is any firm 
official bias discernible. 

But in the Middle East and in 
southern Africa, areas of present 
or potential turmoiL there is keen 
self-interest on whether 
Republican George Bush or 
Democrat Michael Dukakis will 
win on Nov 8. 

Dukakis* Greek ancestry is 
not seen as an important issue, 
but the fact that his wife is Jewish 
appears to concern some in the 
Arab world. 

Continuity 

Bush, as Ronald Reagan's 
vice- president, is seen as 
representing continuity in 
foreign policy, a factor of special 
importance to tho'se, like South 
Africa, who fear what a change in 
the American administration 
could mean for them. 

But change may be desired by 
some leaders in Latin America, 
where US influence has declined 
markedly. 

Reuter correspondents from 
various capitals report on what 
the world expects and wants 
from the vote and the new 
president. 

In the official media of the 
Soviet Union, even-handed 
treatment has been given to both 
candidates. The seemingly disin - 
terested coverage serves a pur- 
pose: keeping the Kremlin out of 
the campaign. 

“We want to be very cautious. 
We don't want to do anything to 
fuel the debate,” Foreign Minis- 
try spokesman Gennady 
Gerasimov told Reuters. “There 
is no official Soviet view of the 
election.” 

Critical 

The Communist Party daily 
Pravda may have given a clue of 
some official attitudes, being 
slightly more critical of Bush ana 
more complimentary to Dukakis 
throughout the-campaign. 

However, four summits with 
the Reagan administration have 
made the vice-president a 
familiar, and therefore comfor- 
table, figure among Soviet 
officials. Western diplomats say. 

In southern Africa, a new 
balance of power is taking shape 
as Reagan, widely seen as a friend 
of white-ruled South Africa, 
prepares to leave office. 

Black governments north of 
the Limpopo are hoping 
whoever moves into the White 
House will be less indulgent 
towards their powerful neigh- 


bour to the south. 

In South Africa, official sym- 
pathies clearly lie with Bush 
rather than Dukakis, who has 
promised to step up sanctions 
and declare the country a terror- 
ist state. 

Eight years ago the region 
marked a watershed with the 
start of Reagan’s “constructive 
engagement” policy to South 
Africa, and the birth of an 
independent Zimbabwe. 

Confrontation 

Since then the region has been 
scarred by confrontation bet- 
ween South Africa and its neigh- 
bours, who have accused it of 
using economic presure and 
military might to destabilise 
them. 

But the picture is changing 
because of the prospect of 
independence for Namibia, tbe 
goal of US-brokered peace talks 
involving Angola. Cuba and 
South Africa. 

For South Africa, agreeing to 
Namibian independence pro- 
vides an opportunity to blunt 
pressure for sanctions in the US 
Congress in 1989. 

President P.W. Botha is 
already extracting diplomatic 
leverage from the Angolan peace 
process by raising his profile in 
black Africa where he ha« visited 
several leaders recently. 

But other factors are at work 
reshaping the future of the 
region. The most important is a 
shift of policy in Moscow 
towards a negotiated solution to 
the problem of South Africa, and 
co-operation with the United 
States. 

The leaders of Latin America’s 
major countries have been 
careful not to take rides publicly 
during the campaign, but it is no 
secret that many Latins feel rela- 
tions with the United States 
would take a turn for the better 
under a Democratic administra- 
tion. 

Warning 

One senior European diplo- 
mat said a declaration issued 
after a meeting of seven 
presidents in Punta del Este, 
Uruguay, at the weekend could 
be read as a warning to Bush that 
perpetuating Reagan's policies 
would invite friction. 

The summit, which grouped 
the presidents of Argentina, 
Brazil. Colombia, Mexico. Peru, 
Uniguary and Venezuela, laid, 
emphasis on what many Latins 
consider, to have been .costly U§, 
-policy, failures, - dun ng-Reagan's , 
tenure. 

Since Reagan took office in 
1981 saying he would “draw the 
line against communism" in 
Central America, Latin America 
and Washington have differed 
on issues ranging from the con- 
flicts in Nicaragua and El 
Salvador to drugs, trade and the 
region’s crushing foreign debt. 

Latin diplomats say Reagan 
tended to view Latin America in 
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the context of East- West conflict 
rather than deal with the region 
on its own terms and take due 
account of national sensitivities. 

Bush favours sending more 
military and economic aid to 
right-wing insurgents fighting 
for the overthrow of tbe 
Nicaraguan government 
Aid 

US aid for the Contra rebels 
has been oneof the most sensitive 
issues in Latin-US relations. In 
the eyes of its southern neigh- 
bours, Washington pressed for 
military solutions in Nicaragua 
despite regional efforts to settle 
the conflict peacefully. 

Middle East nations generally 
want a Bush victory, preferring 
what they expect wUl be contin- 
uity of policy the uncertainties of 
a Dukakis administration. 

Arab states distrust Dukakis 
becauseof his pledge to move the 
US embassy in Is rad to occupied 
Jerusalem and b ec a us e he has a 
Jewish wife. 

“Dukakis has distinguished 
hims elf by favouring Israel in at' 
least one issue when he declared 
his determination to move the 
American -embassy - from- Tel— 
Aviv to occupied Jerusalem in'"' 
case he is elected, VrsthdUbban- 
on's acting Prime Mfaisteriand 
Foreign Minister Selim Hoss. 

Bush has benefitted from what 
one Kuwaiti minister described 
as the golden age in relations 
under Reagan after the United 
States agreed to reflag and escort 
1 1 Kuwaiti tankers in the Gulf 
from Iranian attack. 


Egyptians expect that whoever 
wins, Washington will continue 
to be Cairo's biggest aid donor 


and Egypt will remain the main 
recipient of US military and 
economic aid after Israel. 

Turkey, despite decades of 
tension with its neighbour 
Greece, appears not unduly 
worried by the prospect of a 
Greek immigrant's son — Duk- 
akis — becoming presidenL 

“Dukakis, like others whose 
forebears were immigrants, is an 
American. Since they are 
Americans they will uphold their 
national interests above every- 
thing else,” a senior Turkish 
official said. 

In Western Europe, key ques- 
tions are East-West relations and 
trade. 

On trade. European Econ- 
omic Community officials in 
Brussels are generally happy 
with the prospect of Bush win- 
ning, since Democrats are more 
tarnished with the protectionist 
brush. 

Reagan is credited with having 
stood up well to a protectionist 
Congress and Bush is expected to 
continue that stance.

A French official said 
privately: “With Dukakis, we're 
in the dark. Dukakis isn’t always 
dear about any possible shift in 
foreign policy.” 

“His links with Jewish lobbies 
and the fact his wife is Jewish, 
could suggest a more pro-Israeli 
stance in the Middle East. But 
you know, things are different 


when you are in charge and have 
to face international reality then 
when you are a candidate," he 
added. 

The close and personally 
warm ties developed between 
Reagan and British Prime Mini- 
ster Margaret Thatcher, the only 
Western leader to allow British 
bases to be used by US planes in 
the April, 1986 bombing raid on 
Libya, will be underline by the 
president’s invitation to her to 
meet his successor in Washing- 
ton only a week after the election. 

Thatcher’s position as the 
West's longest-serving leader, 
and her cordial relations with 
Soviet leader Mikhail Gorba- 
chev, would also stand in her 
good stead to advise a possible 
incoming Democratic adminis- 
tration on defence and East- 
West relations, her aides said. 

Issues 

The Italian Foreign Ministry 
said the main US issues affecting 
Europe were keeping up momen- 
tum in East- West arms negotia- 
tions and reducing the US trade 
deficit. 

Many commentators in Italy 
complained it was difficult to 
preaict the direction of US 
foreign policy because the can- 
didates had steered away from 
real issues in their campaigns. 

“What Bush and Dukakis are 
not saying” was the headline of a 
recent editorial in Italy's leading 
La Repubhca newspaper, which 
said neither candidate had given 
the trade deficit and its effects the 
weight it deserved. 

The Bonn Foreign Ministry 
refused comment on whether it 
preferred a victory by one or the 
other candidate. 

But a senior Foreign Ministry 
official said Bonn wanted the 
next US administration to avoid 
any trend toward protectionism. 
Bonn also was interested in a 
continued thaw in US-Soviet 
relations, crucial for its fragile 
links with East Germany. 

Official government view 
aside, it is widely believed that 
Bonn would prefer a Bush vic- 
tory to ensure continuity in US 
foreign policy, above all in super- 
power relations. 

“The conservative-led govern- 
ment in Bonn would be more 
comfortable with a similar con- 
servative administration in 
Washington.” said Gebhard 
Schweiglej, a. specialist in ,U& 
West German relations. 

“Bush knows how. the world 
functions and has been around 
more than D ukakis, ” he saitf. 

‘ There is concern that Dukakis 
has never bothered to visit major 
European capitals and does not 
know us, also that he has no 
foreign policy experience per se, 
in contrast to Bush.” 

Schweigler said Bonn wanted 
the next US administration to 
resist pressure for reducing the 
US troops presence in Europe 
and avoid disputes on burden- 


sharing in NATO. 

US trade protectionism and 
American military power are the 
issues that most concern Asia, 
with a Bush victory popularly 
seen as the best result for some 
countries of the region. 

Relations 

Beijing's relations with 
Washington have been relatively 
smooth for eight years and 
diplomats say Bush is seen as 
most likely to keep them that 
way. 

Reagan vetoed legislation that 
would have hit China's exports, 
particularly textiles and clothing 
which account for one third of its 
sales to the United Stales. 

Beiiing also wants continued 
US liberalisation of curbs on 
technology sales to China. 

Reagan last month gave con- 
ditional approval to China to 
launch US-built satellites for 
foreign clients. 

South Korea, with a trade sur- 
plus with Washington of nearly 
J 10 billion, has come under pres- 
sure in the past two years to 
revalue its currency and open 
markets to US imports. 

The woo has been revalued 
gradually and the domestic 
market liberalised, though not 
enough for US tastes. 

Nevertheless the Reagan 
administration has opposed 
mainly Democratic pressure for 
protectionist moves against 
Seoul. 

“Hearing their election pled- 
ges does not make us believe one 
would be better than the other/' 
said Lee Ho-Yun, chief re- 
searcher at the Korean Foreign 
Trade Association. 

“But in view of the histories of 
those parties, the Democrats 
would be more protectionist.” 
Anti-Americanism has been 
fanned in recent months by 
radical students over the 
presence of more titan 40,000 US 
troops who back the country’s 
armed forces. 

'“Dukakis reminds me of Car- 
ter, whose policies were damag- 
ing to our nation's interests,” 
said office worker Tai Mi- 
Kyung. President Carter com- 
mitted himself to pulling US 
troops out of South Korea but 
never followed through. 

In Taipei and Tokyo, some 
officials saw little difference bet- 
ween the candidates.

Firings at British intelligence 
headquarters fuel uproar 


People are starving in some parts of Sudan

LONDON. (AP): Four men 
have been fired for flouting a 
1984 ban on unions at Britain's 
top secret intelligence-gathering 
facility, provoking new charges 
that Margaret Thatcher's go- 
vernment is undermining civil 
liberties. 

The four are among a handful 
of holdouts at the government 
communications headquarters 
which eavesdrops on the Soviet 
Union and whose work Prime 
Minister Thatcher says is too 
sensitive to risk disruption by 
strikes. 

But critics see the firings as the 
latest occasion on which the 
Thatcher government has 
chosen to sacrifice an element of 
individual freedom for what it 
calls the national interest. 

“The present dispute is one 
aspect of a much larger debate,” 
says Donald Cameron Watt, a 
professor of international his- 
tory at the London School of 
Economics. “It's become a party 
policy issue over the issue of 
openness of information, the 
reform of secrecy (laws)." 

Firings 

The firings at the huge facility 
at Cheltenam, southwest 
England, follow two highly con- 
troversial clampdowns. This 
month the government banned 
broadcast interviews with mem- 
bers of the Irish Republican 
Amy and 10 other militant Nor- 
thern Ireland groups, and 
announced plans to remove sus- 
pects' right to remain silent 
under police questioning. 

At Cheltenham, the unions 
have lost a string of legal battles 
and have no chance of overturn- 
ing the ban, but refuse to back 
down. 

They plan a day of strikes and 
rallies Nov 7 to climax a fierce 
protest campaign agianst the 
October firings. 

“If (the right to belong to a 
trade union) ... is denied any- 
where it is threatened every- 
where,” wrote Bill McCall, gen- 
eral secretary of the Institution of 


Professional Civil Servants, in 
the union's Oct 24 newsletter. 

With the dismissals, only 13 
rebels are left — all facing early 
retirement, compulsory transfer 
or dismissal — out of the one- 
third of the 7,000 employees at 
the facility who were union mem- 
bers in 1984. 

Compensation 

At the time, most accepted 
£1,000 (then SI, 400) in compen- 
sation to quit their union. 

None of the hold-outs had 
been fired until this year, alth- 
ough union officials say the 
government tried to freeze them 
out with tactics such as refusing 
them pay raises. 

Mike Grindley, a Chinese- lan- 
guage expert, estimates he lost 
£5,000 to 6.000 ($8,850 to 
SI 0,000) in raises before being 
fired this month. He cow works 
full time on the campaign. 

“We don't think about the 
money too much,” Grindley, 51, 
said in a telephone interview. “It 
hasn't been easy, but there's been 
compensation ... you can hold 
yourheaduphigh.” 

In imposing the ban, Thatcher 
cited pay strikes in 1979-81 which 
disrupted the 24-hour-a-day 
work at Cheltenham, the 
European centre of Soviet eaves- 
dropping for NATO. 

Jailed 

The facility attracted inter- 
national attention in 1982 when 
Geoffrey Prime, a translator in 
Russian at the facility, was 
uncovered as a Soviet agent. 
Prime, considered among the 
West’s most damaging post- 
World War II traitors, was jailed 
for 35 years. 

“You can make quite a strong 
case on the government point," 
said professor Watt, a member of 
the editorial board of the Journal 
of Intelligence and National 
Security. 

"The government believed 
they had a case, it wasn’t just 
union-bashing,” he added in an 
interview. “They operate on a 
worst-case analysis, and (strikes) 
were something they had very 
good reason to think would hap- 
pen.” 


The unions retort that strikes 
never affected security and that 
the government rejected a 1984 
offer of a no-strike deal. 

“The know ... that traitors are 
not found among tbe ranks of 
trade unionists,” the Trades 
Union Congress said in a cam- 
paign ad, referring to the upper- 
class background of Britain's 
most notorious modem spies, 
Kim Philby, Donald MacLean 
and Guy Burgess. 

Tbatcher-supporters have 
expressed unease at the govern- 
ments refusal to compromise in 
the Cheltenham dispute. 

Commentator Nicholas Com- 
fort, writing in the pro-Con- 
servative daily Telegraph on the 
growing power of the slate over 
the individual, said the govern- 
ment “could have reached a no- 
strike agreement if it had tried,” 

Terrorism 

“It is not just the threat of 
terrorism which has brought 
fresh intervention into our daily 
lives,” Comfort added. 

Without mentioning the no- 
strike deal, the British govern- 
ment was also criticized in June 
by an autonomous United 
Nations agency, the Inter- 
national Labour Organisation, 
for failing to uphold an inter- 
national convention on the right 
to organize. 

The unions, already weakened / 
by Thatcher union-curbing leg- 
islation, know the Nov 7 protest 
will not change anything. 

“(But) it is very important that 
the situation has to be registered 
that neither this government nor 
any government in the world can 
get the idea that the issue of 
freedom evaporates (in the face 
of their) great powers,” said Nor- 
man Willis, general secretary of 
the 9-million member Trades 
Union Congress, the national 
labour federation. 

Said Ralph Groves, a national 
officer of the Civil and Public 
Services Association, “it's better 
for us in the sense it's reached this 
stage. But there is an ongoing 
civil liberties argument ... the 
fight will continue.”

JUBA Sudan, (Reuter): Juba, 
the besieged capital of southern 
Sudan, is a city of wanderers. 

An endless search for food 
sends thousands shuffling 
through empty marketplaces 
and thousands more straggling 
in from a countryside at war. 

Rebel forces of the Sudan Peo- 
ple's Liberation Army (SPLA) 
nave kept Juba under a loose 
siege for years so the hunger is 
not new. But now many people 
are starving. 

A Reuter correspondent and 
photographer — the first foreign 
journalists to see Juba in nearly a 
year — found a city with almost 
no food, with no work. 

All hopes seemed pinned on a 
UN airiift of maize which started 
last week in spite of fears that the 
rebels might shoot down the UN 
plane. 

Autonomy 

The SPLA seeks greater 
autonomy for the mainly Chris- 
tian and aaimist south from a 
central government it considers 
too much dominated by the 
Muslim Arabs of the north. 

In the dusty two-acre (one- 
hectare) Conyo-Conyo market, 
thousands of women, each with 
an empty pail or basket, wan- 
dered through row after row of 
empty stalls, searching for grain 
that was not there. 

Some are even worse off. 

Angela Anduga. 25, is preg- 
nant, so the foragersof the Juba ! 
primary school yard where she 
lives have Left her behind to look 
after tite children. 

She cupped a hand gently 
beneath the chin of a scrawny, 
dusty onc-yard-old who vomited 
a yellow, water stream. 

“We have no food but these," 
she said, gesturing wanly atsmall 
pile of the water liliy buds on 
which she lives. 

Buds 

The foragers gather the golf- 
ball sized green buds from the 
Nile, a mile and a half (two' km) 
away. They eat them dried or 
cooked into a purplish porridge. 
Thar food value is very small. 

A few yards away, a man 
shares a tin bowl of yellowish 
boiled and salted water with his 
two sons. 


Thousands search for 
food that isn’t there 


His third son, a two-year-okl, 
eyes streaming with infection, 
rips his portion from a dirt- 
encrusted orange plastic bowl. 

Such people, who will get 
about a soup-tin full of maize a 
day when the UN's maize is dis- 
tributed, are refugees from 
Sudan’s civil war. The govern- 
ment estiamtes there are 100,000 
of them in Juba. They have set- 
tled on almost every bit of free 
land in town. 

Many of the refugees sleep 
under the stars, with not even a 
tent or shelter. 

Others have taken over the 
schools — in one .50 foot by 10 
foot (15 metre by three metre) 
building, 200 refugees sleep. 

Around the back, an old 
woman watched two tiny babies, 
eight and nine months old. hud- 
dled under a dirty cloth, hardly 
seeming to breath. 


“They have diarrhoea and 
they are always cold,” the 
woman said, tucking the cloth in 
more tightly. The temperature 
was above 30 .Centigrade 
(around 90 Fahrenheit). 

“People are just melting 
away,” said Sister Marilyn 
Norris, a Mary knoll nun from 
San Francisco, who runs a 
nearby clinic. 

She said she needs more 
medicine to stock her clinic, a 10- 
foot (three-metre) square shack 
of corrugated steel. 

Malaria and intestinal disease 
arc the main threats. 

“There’s no hygiene any 
more,” said Chapin Karas Yok- 
oju, director of information for 
the province. 

"People are so hungry that 
they wifi pick up anything, even if 
it's rotten, een if it's filthy. We 
can’t stop them.”

One star who kept a promise 
was Rajiv Kapoor.

some of the best entertainment 
of the night, dancing to such 
numbers as “Ramaiyya wasta 
waiyya” among others. 

Sulakshana Pandit made a 
brave effort, despite her minor 
ailment due to Kuwait’s 
weather, and overcame the 
odds she faced — a sound sys- 
tem that blanked out while she 
was on stage. One could only 
sympathise with the self-pro- 
claimed “baby", who visited 
Kuwait with Mohammad Rafi 
when she was 1 1 years old in 
196S, and forgive her. 

The star of yesteryears. Bis- 
wajeet, who sang Hemant 
Kumar's songs, also faced a 
similar dilemma. The sound 
system hiccupped once too 
often.

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British premier urges greater freedom in Poland 

Thatcher gets a tumultuous welcome in Gdansk 


GDANSK, Poland^ Nov 4, 
(Reuter): Tens of thousands of 
Poles chanting ‘‘Solidarity, 
Solidarity” gave British Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatcher a 
tumultuous welcome today in 
the northern city of Gdansk. 

The crowd chanted, sang and 
applauded as Thatcher and 
Solidarity leader Lech Walesa 
laid a wreath of red and white 
roses at a memorial to 28 strikers 
shot dead by the Polish Army in 
food riots in 1970. 

Workers on a roof inside the 
nearby Lenin Shipyard, where 
the outlawed trade union was 
bom amid strikes in 1 980. waved, 
clapped and shouted “bravo” 
when Thatcher climbed on a 
bench to let the throng look at 
her. 

Climbed 

“There’s masses of people.” 
Thatcher said in surprise. 

Security guards forced a path 
through a pack of reporters and 
photographers to enable her and 
Walesa to shake hands with the 
crowd. 

“No freedom without 
Solidarity,” they chanted. “Out 
with Rakowski” — a reference to 
Communist Prime Minister 
Mieczyslaw Rakowski, who has 
ordered the shutdown of the 
Lenin Shipyard. 

Then they broke into Poland’s 


national anthem which begins: 
“Poland has not yet perished 
while we still live.” 

Thatcher and Walesa cfcnbed 
on to the running boards of their 
limousine and Walesa flashed V- 
for-victory signs at the crowd as 
they drove off for lunch with the 
union leadership at a Roman 
Catholic church rectory. 

“See how many people have 
come despite the efforts to stop 
them,” Walesa told Thatcher at 
the shipyard monument, which 
workers built in 1 980 in the form 
of three towering crosses. 

“They -have altered through 
somehow. Everybody had to 
have special clearance (from the 
authorities) to get here. We will 
not be defeated. This is a monu- 
ment of hope,” Walesa said. 

Earlier, Thatcher joined Com- 
munist Party leader Wojdech 
Jaruzelski in laying a wreath at 
Wes terp latte, a promontory in 
the Bay ofGdansk where the first 
shots of World War Two were 
fired. 

Disputes 

Father Henryk Jankowski, a 
close adviser to Walesa, said 
Thatcher's visit to the Solidarity 
leader was a major event for the 
union, which is locked in dis- 
putes with the government 
“Itgivesusmuchhope.lt is the 
full acceptance of Solidarity,” 


Jankowski said. “Mrs Thatcher 
is well respected in Poland. You 
can see it Look at the crowds.” 

Hesaid people in Gdansk were 
nervous after the government's 
order to shut down the shipyard, 
which Walesa has denounced as 
a political provocation against 
Solidarity likely to cause tension 
and conficts in Poland. 

Rakowski says the closure is to 
be made on purely economic 
grounds as the first step in a 
Thatch er-style streamlining of 
Polish industry. 

Reforms 

In a forthright speech in War- 
saw on Thursday night Thatcher 
told Janizdski the only way to 
get people to co-operate in the 
economic reforms he proposed 
was to give them democratic 
freedoms, including the right to 
choose their own uade union. 

She said people must accept 
responsibility in return for 
freedoms but that it was vital for 
the government to open a real 
dialogue -with the opposition, 
including Solidarity. 

Efforts to set up government- 
solidarity talks to work out a 
common approach to Poland's 
future have faltered in recent 
weeks after Jaruzelski rejected 
the idea of restoring the union 
freedoms he scrapped under 
martial law in 1981.

Problems 

The IAEA’s safeguards ins- 
pection programme is aimed at 
stopping the spread of nuclear 
arms from the five long-standing 
nuclear weapons states — the 
United States. Soviet Union. 
China. Britain and France. 

The Guardian said it obtained 
a confidential section of the 
IAEA report saying the agency 
faced severe verification 
problems even with countries 
taking part in its inspection 
programme. 

“Obstruction by several coun- 
tries which claim lo adhere to the 
treaty meant agency inspectors 
have been unable to check that 
plutonium and highly enriched 
uranium had not been diverted 
for mili tary purposes,” the paper 
said. 

Jihad blames 
US for delay 
in freeing 
hostages 

BEIRUT, Nov 4, (Reuter): A 
militant pro-Iranian group hold- 
ing two US hostages in Lebanon 
said today the main obstacle to 
their release was Washington's 
failure to honour its promises. 

“The only sound path that 
could lead to the freedom and 
safety of the hostages is through 
meeting our just demands. This is 
the core of the whole matter,” 
Islamic Jihad said in a statement. 

The statement, sent to an inter- 
national news agency in West 
Beirut, was accompanied with a 
Polaroid photograph of US jour- 
nalist Terry Anderson, who was 
kidnapped on March 16, 1985. 

The statement denied media 
reports saying that the ceasefire 
between Iran and IraqintheGulf 
war would speed up the release of 
its hostages. 

Gambling

Vice-President defends Quayle 


Dukakis pounds Bush on drugs 


WASHINGTON, Nov 4,( Agen- 
cies): With just a long weekend 
separating the presidential can- 
didates from election day, a 
hoarse Michael Dukakis poun- 
ded George Bush on twojssues, 
drugs and his running mate; and 
saicf“ we’re coming on strong” in 
the final hours. - 
Dukakis, the Democratic 
Governor of Massachusetts who 
trails the Republican vice- 
president by about 1 0 percentage 
points in most opinion .polls, 
planned a series of television 
interviews today to reach as 
many voters as possible. 

Although his voice has grown 
hoarse and he looks weary, Duk- 
akis has maintained an optimis- 
tic tone ahead of Tuesday s elec- 
tion. “We’re coming on strong 
all across the country. We’re 
going to win,” Re fold aPfeiiaifel- 
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interviews, which have become 
the mainstay of his candidacy in 
the past week, Dukakis also 
planned public appearances 
today in New York, Illinois and 
Kentucky. 

Independent polls suggest 
dose contests in New York and 
Illinois as well as other crucial 
states such as California, Ohio, 
Michigan and Pennsylvania. The 
six states together account for 
175 of the 270 electoral votes 
needed to win the election. 


Each of the 50 states receives a 
proportion of electoral votes 
based upon its population. The 
winning candidate in each state 
receives all its electoral votes. 

Kitty Dukakis was slated to 
rejoin her husband today, after 
being in hospital since Monday 
for a respiratory infection 
aggravated by a heavy speaking 
and travel schedule. 

In his war on drugs, Dukakis 
unveiled a new S400- million 
programme to fight drugs in the 
schools, and he renewed his 
change that Bush “cut deals with 
foreign drug runners” and failed 
in leading the administration’s 
anti-drug war. 

Unfair 

Meanwhile an increasingly 
confident Bush defended 
Quayle, an Indiana senator 
whom the Democf^t^ffiiVe ^!br- 1 
trayed as a - 

as a strong and 

“You know when steei is putin 
fire it gets tempered, tougher,” 
Bush said in a television 
interview yesterday. 

“My running mate has been 
subjected to thedarndest fire I’ve 
ever seen in politics ... and alotof 
it, most of it, grossly unfair, and 
he has emerged, stronger.” said 
Bush, who until recently avoided 
mention of Quayle at campaign 
stops. 

The 41 -year-old senator has 
been relegated to campaigningin 


small cities with limited media 
exposure, prompting today's 
Washington Post to run a front- 
page story with the headline: 
“Quayle moves from con- 
troversy to obscurity.” 

Bush and Quayle have rarely 
appeared together since the 
Republican convention in 
August, when news reports sur- 
face about Quayle’s decision to 
join the Indiana national guard 
in the Vietnam war and his 
mediocre academic record in 
college. 

The vice-president planned 
stops today m Connecticut and 
Ohio and intended to hit several 
key battleground states in the 
final days of the campaign. 

With a Bush victory widely 
expected, attention has focused 
on the politicians who might win 
I ftupovtatUr pos^s - new 



manager, is expected to become 
secretary of state if the vice- 
president wins, and formerTexas 
senator John Tower is regarded 
as the frontrunner for defence 
secretary. 

John Sununu, the departing 
governor of New Hampshire, is 
seen as a possible White House 
chief of staff. Bush's team is also 
likely to include some holdovers 
from the Reagan administration 
such as Treasury Secretary 
Nicholas Brady. 


Moscow seeks 
to avert an 
Iraqi-Syrian war 

BEIRUT, Nov 4, (UPI): The 
Soviet Union is mediating bet- 
ween Syria and Iraq to head o/Ta 
possible military confrontation 
between the two Arab foes, a 
Beirut newspaper reported 
today. 

The independent An-Nabar. 
quoting a diplomatic source, said 
"Moscow is seeking to avert an 
Iraqi-Syrian war” in Lebanon. 

“The Soviet Union is exerting 
be hind-the- scene efforts to heal 
the Iraqi-Syrian rifl, and dis- 
suade Iraq from its new stance in 
Lebanon which would lead to a 
(military) confrontation on 
Lebanese territory,” the source 
told An-Nahar. 

Recent shipments of arms and 
ammunition by Iraq to the Chris- 
tian Lebanese Forces militia in 
East Beirut has provoked pro- 
Syrian Musical factions to rein- 
force their positions around East 
Beirut. 

Analysts have expressed fears 
Iraq might challenge the Syrian 
role in Lebanon in revenge for 
Syria’s backing of Iran in the 
Gulf war. 

Iraq and Libya were the only 
Arab states to recognise the 
military six-man cabinet ofMaj. 
Gen. Michel Aouit, which was 
appointed by Amin Gemayel 
whose 6-year term as president 
expired Sept 23. 

Gemayel set up the military 
government when parliament 
failed toeleci a new president and 
time was running out. 

AIDS cases 

GENEVA. Nov 4. (UPI): Global 
cases of AIDS rose by 4,296 or 
3.6 per cent in October lo a 
known cumulative total of 
124,114. the World Health 
Organisation (WHO) reported 
today. 

The United States accounted 
for most of the increase with 
cases rising by 3,276 to 76,670 as 
of Oct 31 or 62 per cent of the 
world total. 

The previous global total as of 
Sept 30 was 119.818. 


Norway asks India to 
help find heavy water 


OSLO, Nov 4, (Reuter): Norway 
said yesterday it had asked India 
to help trace a cargo of heavy 
water, which can be used to make 
atomic bombs, that was illegally 
rerouted to Bombay and then 
possibly to another country. 

Foreign Minister Thorvald 
Stoltenberg told state radio that 
the appeal had been made to 
India's ambassador to Oslo on 
Wednesday. He said Norway's 
credibility had been damaged by 
a spate of recent scandals over its 
heavy water exports. “Bombay 
could have been used as a transit 
point and that is why we need to 
co-operate,” he said. 

Norway said earlier this week 
that 15 tonnes of heavy water, 
which can be used m making 
plutonium, had been rerouted 
from Basle in Switzerland in 
defiance of international regula- 
tions. 

Several tonnes of Soviet water 
were also on the plane, it said. "I 
cannot say with certainty that we 
will not discover more breaches 
of Norwegian conditions of sale 
for the water,” Stoltenberg said. 

Purposes 

Norway insists that the heavy 
water, also known as deuterium 
oxide, be used only for peaceful 
purposes, but has exported it to 
35 countries since it became a 
leading producer in the 1950s. 

These include several, like 
South Africa, that have refused 
to sign the nuclear Non- 
Proliferation Treaty aimed at 
stopping the spread of nuclear 
weapons. India has also refused 
and it is illegal to supply it with 
more than one tonne of heavy 
water. 

“When things turn out this 
way, our name comes up in any 
di sc ussion of the guilty. It is a 
burden,” Stoltenberg said. He 
has previously said that only very 
small amounts of heavy water 
will now be approved for export. 

“We have three serious cases 
now... which have proved unfor- 
tunate for the credibility of our 
counuy.” 


Stoltenberg was referring to a 
dispute with Israel over water 
bought in a secret sale in 1959 
and a Norwegian probe into the 
use Romania has made of water 
it bought in 1986. 

Israel refused a Norwegian 
demand in 1986 to inspect 20 
tonnes of heavy water, after 
media reports that it had been 
used to produce atomic 
weapons. 

Israel refuses to confirm or 
deny that it has such weapons. 

India has denied that it impor- 
ted the water or that it possesses 
nuclear weapons. 

The water was sold to a West 
German firm, Duesseldorf- 
based Rohstoff-Einfuhr 
GMBH, by Norwegian indus- 
trial giant Norsk Hydro A/S in 
December 1983. Rohstoff-Ein- 
fuhr is an importer and dis- 
tributor of materials for scien- 
tific research. 

West Germany said yesterday 
that its export laws were not 
broken when Rohstoff-Einfuhr 
took delivery of the water In 
Basel because the cargo never 
touched West German sofl. 


Indian MPs vote 
themselves 
50pc pay rise 

NEW DELHI, Nov 4, (Reuter): 
Indian Members of Parliament 
yesterday voted themselves a 50 
per cent pay rise, doubled their 
daily allowances and lengthened 
their list of privileges. United 
Newsoflndia said. 

The pay hike, which gives the 
nation’s 778 MP’s a monthly 
salary of Rsl,500 (S103), will 
cost Rs40 million (S2.7 million). 
Parliamentary Affairs Minister 
H.K. Bhagat told Parliament. 

Bhagat said he was aware the 
new benefits, which included 
doubling the daily allowance to 
Rsl50 (SI 1) and free first class 
travel for MPs’ spouses, 
remained inadequate. 


Koo Stark 
wins $534,000 
for libel 
damages 

LONDON, Nov 4, (Reuter): 
American-born actress Koo 
Stark won £300,000 pounds 
(S534.000) libel damages yester- 
day from a British newspaper 
which, she said, implied she had 
an adulterous affair with Prince 
Andrew. 

A jury of seven men and five 
women made the award after the 
judge said they could assume that 
stories in the tabloid Sunday 
People were a “tissue of lies” and 
that Stark’s reputation was 
untarnished. 

Romance 

Stark, 32, who had a well- 
publicised romance with Queen 
Elizabeth's second son before 
her marriage in 1984, smiled at 
thefyerdicraiid avoided jourual- 
ists>vKhe*j. &he K 

Her lawyer Desmond Browse 
said the allegations in 1985 that 
she indulged a “lingering love” 
to have secret meetings with the 
prince were made at a time when 
her marriage was in trouble and 
destroyed hopes of a reconcilia- 
tion with her husband. 

Stark and her husband 
Timothy Jeffries, heir to a busi- 
ness fortune, have since officially 
separated. 

The court also awarded Stark 
legal costs estimated aL £50,000 
($89,000) against the Sunday 
People, which is owned by publi- 
shing magnate Robert Maxwell. 

A spokesman for Maxwell 
said: “We shall be appealing, 
especially on the amount of 
damages.” 

Stark told the jury she had 
never spoken publicly to confirm 
or deny an affair with Prince 
Andrew before she married, des- 
pite six years of harassment by 
newspapers. 

Courage 

She had avoided going to court 
before to avoid exposing herself 
to questioning about her 
relationship with the prince who 
has since married and become 
the Duke of York. 

Browne described the Sunday 
People as scounderels ana 
added: “Wherein lies the courage 
to use falsehoods to attack a 
young girl whose marriage is on 
the rocks and a member of the 
royal family who the defendants 
know cannot take proceedings.” 

He said the newspaper “in 
publishing all this smoke was 
playing with fire and it was Miss 
Stark who got burnt” 

The Sunday People did not 
claim the articles were true but 
said they were not defamatory. 

Highway crash 

ISTANBUL, Nov 4, (Reuter): 
Eight Iranians and a Japanese 
man were among 28 people killed 
in. a highway crash in western 
Turkey yesterday, traffic police 
said. 

Most of the dead were on a bus 
travelling in thick fog from Ang- 
ara to Istanbul on the trans- 
Turkey highway near Sakarya, 
160 km (100 miles) east of Istan- 
bul. 

Protest 

MANILA, Nov 4, (UPI): Some 
2,000 leftist workers burned an 
American flag in a protest today 
demanding the dismantling of 
strategic US military bases in the 
Philippines. 

Wearing masks and chanting 
“no to US bases,” the protesters 
belonging to the militant labour 
alliance KMU, or May 1st 
movement, marched on the sea 
front US embassy and staged a 
rally for about 45 minutes as 50 
riot police armed with trun- 
cheons stood watch.

A rock critic takes issue on the near-saintliness status of pop icons U2 


Enya remains No. 1 in UK 


Are U2 too good to be true? Beach Boys float to top of US charts 


By Marcus Berkmaa 

FOR every rock critic, there" . 
always one band whose success 
is an unsolvable enigma, whose 
records are never jess than 
excruciating and music is not so 
much irritating as provocative. 

For me, that band is U 2. 

That's not necessarily a wise 
thing to admit, for U2 are the 
current holders of that unof- 
ficial but prestigious title. The 
Biggest Band In The World. 
Their last album. The Joshua 
Tree, sold more than 1 2 million 
copies worldwide. Their new 
album. Rattle And Ham. just 
released, is expected to sell 
more than a million copies in 
the UK. 

On the face of it. they're 
harmless Irish four-piece 
whose only obvious sin is a ten- 
dency to silly pseudonyms 
( their guitarist culls himselfThe 
Edge) they nevertheless drive 
me round the bend. 

It seems I am alone in this 
reaction. No other group 
attracts such slavish devotion. 
To read some of their Press, you 
would think that sanctification 
cannot be far away. Their lead 
singer Bono (another silly 
name) must be a good bet for 
the Nobel Peace Prize, sooner 
or later. 

Disliking them places you in 
pop music's equivalent of an 
H.M. Bateman cartoon. Not to 
appreciate the epic Irish inten- 
sity of U2's rock style is to miss 
out for reasons of some un- 
explained character defect on 
an overwhelming musical ex- 
perience — in other words, to 
Be wrong. In many ways their 
appeal is primarily nostalgic. 
U2 represents the return of 
Rock, in the long-hair. loud- 
guilars, gal Ions- of- sweat sense 
of the word. Their music is 
created for a wide screen, full of 
power and passion and intense 
seriousness. To be a rock icon 
in 1988 you have to be Serious, 
and U2 are Very Serious 
1 ndeed . Which explains, at least 
partly, why they are so incredi- 
bly clean-living, happily 
married and politically hip. 
This is. after all, the era of the 
Rock 'n' Roll Goody Goody, 
with pop musicians hijacking 


This is, after all, the era of the rock V roll 
goody goody, with pop musicians hijacking 
the role of global conscience ... and of all 
the goody-goodies none gives quite as 
many apples to teacher as U2...’ 



U2: attracts slavish devotion 

the role of global conscience on 
every conceivable right-on 
political issue. 

And of all the goody goodies, 
none gives us quite as many 
apples to teacher as U2. They 
support Amnesty Inter- 
national. They 3re alive to 
social problems. They are Con- 
cerned People. 

Crackers 

What’s not so well known is 

that they are bom-again-Chris- 
tians. They coverit up well. The 

spectre of Bible-thumping 
evangelism has done little harm 


to their sales. 

But it's the music that drives 
me crackers. Increasingly it 
sounds like a throwback to the 
heavy rock of the early Seven- 
ties — some of the ugliest music 
ever invented. 

Their recent discovery of the 
blues has made things even 
worse. On Rattle And Hum 
they sometimes sound exactly 
like Led Zeppelin. 

They have managed to 
repackage the more commer- 
cial elements of S • nties rock 
— loud blues-based guitars and 


greasy hair while dropping the 
now unacceptable side effects : 
— promiscuity and heroin! 
overdoses. 

Instead they have added 
their Irishness, their saintliness 
and their seriousness. It's a 
clever formula, although one 
beset by the ever-present threat 
of humbug. 

Take their argument with 
their biographer, ex-footballer 
and Irish journalist Eamou 
Dunphy. Hired to stress their 
mythic, saintly side Dunphy 
instead turned out a rather 
more journalistically rigorous 
work, which, if amazingly 
badly written, was nevertheless 
an interestingly informative 
portrait of the group. 

U2 disowned the book (The 
Unforgettable Fire, now out in 
Penguin); famous as they are 
for their 'honesty', it was per- 
haps a little too honest for com- 
fort. 

Their rise to saintliness has 
been hard fought, like every 
group, they toured and recor- 
ded over half a dozen years, 
consolidating their successes 
and slowly building an 
audience. 

But it was Live Aid in 1985 
which pushed them into the 
Mother Teresa bracket. 

Indecent 

Rattle And Hum is the 
record of a band at the height of 
its career. A motley collection 
of live tracks (six), new studio 
tracks (nine), dodgy cover ver- 
sions and bizarre collabora- 
tions, it is in fact thesoundtrack 
of a new film. 

Every review I have read has 
dished out praise with almost 
indecent charity, but I found it 
transcendentally dull. 

They even sell singles: 
Desire, the most recent release, 
reached number one. But 
Desire is not a single. If anyone 
besides U2 had released it, it 
would not even have been 
played on the radio. 

It must be hard work, being 
obsessed by your own myth. 
But U2 are well paid for it, and 
even if the Pope is not forth- 
coming with the ultimate gong 
(St Bono, anyone?), then’ place 
in the kingdom of heaven is 
assured.

Even monarebs are mortal. How 
often has the cry rung out: “The 
king is dead. Long live the king”? It 
is the story of this hand. 

In first or second position, we 
would open the South hand with a 
demand bid even though it might be 
a point or so light. It has only four 
losers and we would want to alert 
partner to the fact that, if he holds 
two aces, we are in slam territory. In 
fourth seat, though, we would settle 
for an opening four-heart bid. 


Fust, it’s odds- against partner 
holding two aces. Secondly, even 
that might not be enough. 

Against four hearts West leads 
the top of his spade sequence. A 
careless declarer wins in hand and 
then finds that he has no entry to 
dummy. He bangs out the ace-king 
of trumps, but when the queen fails 
to drop the contract is irretrievably 
lost. Declarer must play everything 
from hand, and he ends up surren- 
dering a trick in each red suit and 
two clubs. 

A more careful declarer realizes 
that his only entry to the table is the 
ace of spades, so he will rise with 
that card at trick one, squandering 
the king under it. He will then use 
the entry for the trump finesse. That 
succeeds, but when West shows out 
on the next trump, declarer must 
still concede a trump trick and the 
contract. 

The expert foresees that his best 
chance for the contract is to find 
East with the ace of clubs. After 
winning the first trick in dummy, he 
leads a club to the king. When that 
works, he is home. If it loses, he can 
still try to drop the queen of trumps 
for his 10th trick. 

So one king had to be sacrificed 
for the other to reign supreme. Long 
live the king!

Inflation in Turkey soared to an 
annual rate of 86.4 per cent in 
October, the highest since Prime 
Minister Turgut OzaJ took office 
five years ago, the State Statistics 
Institute reported today.

below 30 per cent by 1992. 

The institute said retail prices 
rose by 7.5 per cent in October, 
compared with 4.8 percent in the 
previous month and in October, 

1 987. The annual inflation ratein 
September was 81 .8 percent 
Policy 

The IMF has backed Turkish 
economic policy since 1980, buta 
Turkish official said it was now 
showing signs of greater sen- 
sitivity, especially over the 
government's failure to control 
the cost ofliving. 

“If we are to reduce inflation 
by 1992. the government must 
introduce long-term policies for 
cutting the budget deficit” said 
o|ne senior banker. 

Officials have said the 1988 
budget deficit may be 4,098 
billion lira (52.4 billion), com- 
pared with a target of 2,200 
boiipn lira ($1.3 billion). The 
1989 draft budget envisages a 
deficit of 4,480 billion lira (52.6 
billion). 

Change 

The rising cost of living and a 
fall in the international value of 
the lira have caused widespread 
discontent over Oral's free- 
wheeling economic policies, 
designed partly to enable T urkey 
to gain lull membership of the 
European Economic Commun- 
ity.

GCC businessmen to discuss reconstruction in Bagh dad 

US seeks to expand trade with Iraq 


BAGHDAD, Noy 4, (Reuter): 
US officials and diplomats 
expressed satisfaction on Wed- 
nesday with the development of 
trade relations with Iraq, despite 
political disputes and concern 
over Baghdad’s human rights 
record. 

US Commerce Department 
official Melvin Sims said 
American and Iraqi negotiators 
had just concluded a successful 
pact on new credit guarantees for 
US agricultural exports to Iraq 
for the coming year. 

Speaking at a news conference 
to mark US day at the Baghdad 
international trade fair, Sims 
described the agreement as “a 
dramatic growth” but did not 
give any figures. 


He said the United States 
extended Sl.l to 1.2 billion in 
credit guarantees for agricultural 
exports during the year ended 
September compared to only 
SI 53 million in 1982. 
Improvement 

But Deputy Assistant Com- 
merce Secretary Robert Pines 
cautioned: “Despite the great 
improvement in relations bet- 
ween our two countries, one can- 
.not ignore the political differen- 
ces that still linger.’' 

Pines said US exports to Iraq 
had risen from $427 million in 
1 985 and 5683 milli on in 1 987 to 
about $700 million in the first 
eight months of this year. 

Iraqi exports to the United 
States so far this year were worth 


$977 million and the total might 
reach 51.3 billion by the end of 
the year, about double last year's 
figure, he said. Oil made up more 
than 98 per cent of the exports. 

Pines said the US private sec- 
tor was seeking a greater share in 
Iraq’s reconstruction pro- 
gramme after the eight-year war 
with Iran. 

“Iraq is a major untapped 
market for the United States in 
the Near East It has natural 
resources and educated popula- 
tion necessary to sustain eco- 
nomic development,” he said. 

Meanwhile, a group of Gulf 
Arab businessmen ana contrac- 
tors will fly to Baghdad on Satur- 
day to discuss financing and par- 
ticipating in reconstruction 


projects in Iraq after eight years 
of war. 

The 220-man team, represent- 
ing all six members of the Gulf 
Co-operation Council (GCC), 
will demand equal opportunity 
with Iraqi firms, industry sour- 
ces said. 

Study 

The GCC has supported Iraq 
during the war with Iran and the 
sources said the team will study 
Iraqi laws during the five-day 
visit and will also ask to be 
treated tike national companies 
participating in reconstruction 
projects. 

A ceasefire between Iran and 
Iraq went into effect on Aug 20 
and both sides started complex 
peace talks five days later. 


Though there has been no 
brea thro ugh in the negotiations 
the ceasefire has held. 

The GCC groups Saudi 
Arabia, Kuwait, the United 
Arab Emirates, Qatar, Oman 
and Bahrain. 

In another development Iraqi 
Oil Minister lssam Abdul 
Raheem Al Chalabi held talks 
here on Wednesday with Ger- 
hard Tautenhahn, East German 
Minister of Construction for 
general machinery, agricultural 
machinery and vehicles, on 
expanding bilateral co-opera- 
tion in the oil industry. 

Tautenhahn and his accom- 
panying delegation are attending 
the trade fair which opened on 
Tuesday.

US markets stronger than in Oct ’87 


WASHINGTON, Nov 4. 
(Reuter): US financial markets 
axe stronger today than they 
were a year ago and could better 
handle a large sell off of stocks, 
the chief US futures regulator 
said yesterday. 

“I think that the markets 
today are stronger and better 
able to deal with large volumes, 
than in the past,” Wendy 
Gramm, the chairman of the 
commodity futures trading com- 
mission, said in an interview with 
Reuters and the television 
agency Visnews. 

She said another crash like 
that of October 1987 was unlik- 
ely at this time. “Prices axe at a 
level where I think people don't 
think stocks are overvalued," she 
said. 

Even if there were a push to sell 
stocks, she said, the markets 
would be able to handle the pres- 
sures better.

“I think that if participants in 
the market were to decide at 
some point in tune that the 
market is overvalued and 
decided to sen, you could have 
again a reduction in prices. ir.

All US 
futures trading today is done in 
open ’pits’ where traders shout 
offers to buy or sell. 

Gramm said George Bush 
would be better for US financial 
markets than Michael Dukakis.

“The current condition of the 
oil market is not normal,” the 
radio, monitored in Nicosia, 
quoted him as telling Omani Oil 
Minister Said Bin Ahmed Al

BA GHDAD, Nor 4, (Reuter); Japan wants Iraq to settle its debts 
and achieve a lasting peace with Iran before Japanese firms take 
on new projects, Ambassador Taizo Nakamura said yesterday. 
“The success of peace talks ami continuation of peace and the 
sett lenient: of Iraqi debts to Japan are two steps to be achieved 
before Japanese firms undertake new projects in Iraq,” be told a 
news conference marking Japanese day at the Baghdad inter- 
national trade fair. Nakamura declined to say how much Iraq 
owed Japan but said talks were continuing. Japanese exports to 
Iraq in the first half of this year dropped by 22 per cent to $168 
million compared with the same period in 1987, the executive 
director of the Foreign Trade Commission, Shinsaka Sogo, said. 
He said Iraqi exports to Japan, mainly oik reached $561 million 
in the first half of this year, an increase of 144 per cent over the 
same period in 1987. Commission official Masahiro Suzuki said 
several public and private-sector delegations were expected in 
Iraq from April next year to study Anther rescheduling of 
deferred payments and explore new projects. Nakamura said 
continued peace and the success of talks now under way in Geneva 
were “vital factors in drawing op the aspects of future co-opera- 
tion between Japan and Iraq.” 

Oman confident Iran will be 
positive on oil stability plan 

DAMMAM, Saudi Arabia, Nov 4, (Renter): Oman said it was 
confident Iran would respond favourably to its efforts to persuade 
oil producers to stabilise the market. “I am confident that 
officials in Iran will react positively concerning Oman's efforts," 
Yoossef Bin Alawi, Omani Minister of State for Foreign Affairs, 
told Al Yom newspaper in remarks published today. He was 
commenting on a visit to Tehran by Oman’s Oil Minister, Said 
Bin Ahmed Al Shanfari, to discuss a production proposal by the 
six-nation Golf Co-operation Council (GCC). Shanfari flew to 
Tehran last Monday to ifiscossa proposal to set the production of 
all 13 OPEC members at 17.429 mfitioa barrels per day (BPD), 
giving Iraq and irst" equal quotas. The GCC — OPEC members 
Saudi Arabia, Kuwait, Qatar and the United Arab Emirates and 
non-OPEC Bahrain and Oman — made the proposal after a 
meeting in Riyadh in October. Twelve OPEC members produced 
about 21.7 million BPD hi October while their quota set by the 
Organisation of Petroleum Exporting Countries (OPEC) is 
15.06 million BPD. Iraq, the 13 OPEC member, refuses to join 
quota accords unless it is given an output level equal to Iran's 
2369 miDion BPD. At present Iraq pumps 2.7 million BPD.

MANAMA, Nov 4, (OPECN A): The Bahraini Minister of 
Development and Industry Yosuf Ahmed Al Shirawi has said 
Arab economic integration can only be achieved through the foil 
mobilisation of Arab resources and potential.

US factory orders drop 1 .9pc 


WASHINGTON, Nov 4, (Agen- 
cies): US factory orders fell 1 .9 
per cent in September, providing 
further evidence that the six- 
year-old economic expansion 
was slowing down, the Com- 
merce Department said today. 

The drop, which followed a 
rise of 3.2 per cent in August, 
followed yesterday’s 0.1 percent 
dip in the September index of 
leading economic indicators, the 
government’s main barometer 
lor predicting the direction of the 
economy. 

In another sign of weakness, 
the Commerce Department 
reported today that sales of new 
single-family homes fell a surpr- 
isingly steep 7.8 per cent in Sep- 
tember to an annual rate of 
659,000 units. 

Decline 

The decline followed a 2.1 per 
cent increase in July. 

Retail sales and industrial 
production have also weakened 
recently because of higher 
interest rates. 

Economists have welcomed 
the signs of slower growth 


because it should reduce 
inflationary pressure. 

Because inventories of unsold 
goods under control and the 
Federal Reserve is unlikely to 
tighten credit dramatically, they 
see tittle danger of the slowdown 
developing into a recession. 

Job figures due for release on 
Friday are expected to show con- 
tinued strength in the labour 
market, economists said. 

It will be the last major econ- 
omic report before yesterday’s 
presidential election. 

Expensive 

Most of the S4. 39-billion drop 
in September orders was in air- 
craft, ships and tanks, very 
expensive items that can distort 
the figures if a bunch of orders 
happens to be received in the 
same month, economists said. 

Despite the 1.9 per cent fall, 
orders were still 9.0 per cent 
higher than in September 1987, 
the Commerce Department said. 

Manufacturing firms have 
enjoyed brisk foreign sales this 
year because of the competitive 
edge they have gamed from the 


cheap dollar, but export growth 
is now starting to slow. 

Excluding the volatile 
category of defence, orders fell 
1.5 per cent in September after 
rising 2,9 per cent m August. 

Shipments of manufactured 
goods in September fell 0.1 per 
cent, after rising 2.3 per cent in 
August, while the backlog of 
unfilled orders rose 0.3 per cent 
after a 1.2 per cent August 
increase. 

In another development, cor- 
porate United States boosted its 
productivity in the third quarter, 
reversing a loss of efficiency in 
the second quarter that was 
much greater than economists 
had previously calculated, the 
government said. 

Productivity among non-farm 
businesses responsible for three- 
fourths of the nation's economic 
activity rose at an annual rate of 
1 .3 per cent from July through 
September, the Labour Depart- 
ment said, with a 2.8 per cent 
increase in output and only a 1.5 
per cent rise in hours worked to 
achieve it.

Economy to get a boost 


Iran to expand its seaborne trade 


DUBAI, Nov 4. (Reuter): Iran, 
battling to get its postwar econ- 
omy moving, is planning a big 
expansion in its seaborne trade 
and is opening new Caspian Sea 
routes to the Soviet Union to 
switch away from the Gulf, Iran- 
ian oflidals say. 

“We have so many projects 
under serious slu-ly to make a 
very big expansion, and we are 
still thinking of more,” said Hos- 
sein Gutpavar. commercial 
director of the Islamic Republic 
of Iran Shipping Line(lRlSL). 

During its eight-year war with 
Iraq. Iran's main objective was to 
ship out as much oil as possible to 
help pay war bills. 

The chairman of the National 
Iranian Tanker Company, 
Mohammad Souri. said this 
week he also planned more 
expansion, probably next year. 

Reconstruction 
But faced with a programme of 
economic reconstruction, which 
Iranian officials estimate at any- 
thing up to S400 billion, a new 
priority is bulk imports of con- 


struction materials and basic 
foodstuffs. Gulf shipping agents 
said. 

In the Gulf, much depends on 
the outcome of peace talks bet- 
ween Iran and Iraq following 
their Aug 20 ceasefire. 

But Iranian officials said the 
full effects on trade of any set- 
tlement could take up to a year to 
appear. 

IRISL has signed with the 
Soviet shipping company G os- 
par to increase two-way trade 
and establish routes from 
Europe, Gulpavar said in a tele- 
phone interview from Tehran. 


Gulf-based economists said 
the move could make a sig- 
nificant difference to Iran’s trade 
and strategic position. 

Iran's main ports have 
traditionally faced onto the 
Gulfs northern reaches.

Free trade issue could thwart victory for Muironey 


OTTAWA. Nov 4, (Reuter): The 
Canadian and US elections take 
place less than two weeks apart 
of each other, but initial forecasts 
of a parallel victory for 
I ideological cousins George Bush 
and Brian Muironey could well 
be thwarted. 

In Canada, the main campaign 
issue — a free trade agreement 
with the United States, which 
forced Prime Minister Muironey 
to call the election — has once 
again raised the question of what 
son of relationship Canadians 
want with their giant neighbour. 

While Republican Bush still 
looks likely to be elected 
president next Tuesday. Progres- 
sive Conservative Muironey ’s 
campaign has been severely 
shaken by the free trade issue. 
Agreement 

Opposition Liberal leader 
John Turner has argued that the 
agreement would turn Canada 
into little more than a 51st US 
state, striking a chord with Can- 
adians already concerned about 
the influence America wields 
over it. 

As a result, the Liberals have 
leapfrogged over the Con- 
servatives in opinion poils and 
now look to have enough sup- 
port to form at least a minority 


government after the election on 
Nov 21. 

The free trade agreement, sig- 
ned by President Reagan and 
Muironey last January after 18 
months of talks, was ratified by 
the US Congress. But Turner’s 
Liberals blocked its adoption in 
the Canadian Senate, forcing 
Muironey to call the election. 

Pact 

The pact, the centrepiece of 
Muironey 's government, would 
lower all barriers to trade bet- 
ween the two countries, already 
the world's biggest trading part- 
ners with cross-border ship- 
ments of about $150 billion a 


year. 

Both Bush and Democratic 
presidential candidate Michael 
Dukakis support the agreement. 

“The Canadian election is 
more divorced from the 
American scene than it has been 
in the past. ” said Conrad Winn, a 
political science professor at Ott- 
awa's Carlton University. 

“The big issue in the Canadian 
election is whether we are going 
to be swallowed up by the US.” 

Muironey argues that free 
trade with the United Slates 
would guarantee Canada's econ- 
omic future by securing access to 
the world 's richest single market . 


But Turner told him during a 
debate: “I happen to believe 
you've sold us out.” 

Political commentators say 
Muironey is experiencing the 
same problems as Dukakis in 
winning public support. Both 
men have been criticised for their 
lack of emotion, while Turner 
and Bush have conducted a more 
passionate, partisan campaign. 

While Muironey is beginning 
to step up criticism of the opposi- 
tion, commentators doubt the 
campaign wilt ever become as 
brutal as in the United Stales, 
where Bush has made vehement 
personal attacks on Dukakis. 

Mulroney's first term was 
marked by an improvement in 
relations with the United States 
which would probably continue 
if he was re-elected. 

Muironey. who had promised 
■ to end the acrimony that often 
characterised relations between 
former Liberal Prime Minister 
Pierre Trudeau and several US 
administrations, held a summit 
with Reagan in Quebec City in 
1985. . L „ 

One senior source in the Exter- 
nal Affairs Department said that 
while Bush was not well known in 
Canada, the government 
believed it would have little dif- 


ficulty working with him. 

The Reagan administration 
and US business both strongly 
back Muironey and would wel- 
come re-election of his Con- 
servative government as a vin- 
dication of the trade agreement. 

Reagan and Muironey, both 
of Irish origin, are close 
politically and personally, but in 
accordance with diplomatic 
tradition the US administration 
has made no public comment on 
the Canadian election. 

Endorsement 
American businessmen have 
also avoided public comment, 
fearing an endorsement of 
Muironey would play into the 
hands of Canadians opposed to 
the trade agreement. 

Apart from free trade, the 
other major issue affecting 
bilateral relations is conserva- 


Canadians have complained 
that Reagan has done little to end 
emissions from US factories that 
fall as acid rain over eastern Can- 
ada. killing forests and polluting 
rivers. 

US conservationists consider 
Dukakis far more committed 
than Bush to ending acid rain 
and cleaning up the environment 
generally.

BOOKS AND AUTHORS

JOSEPH HELLER was a laic 
starter. Hedid not publish until 
he was 38 years old, but 'when 
he did it was an instant classic 
which donated aphrase to com- 
mon usage. 

The book's title Catch-22, 
was also the phrase in question 
and it pointed to an absurdity 
central to the proper operation 
of bureaucracies. If you win 
then you lose, says Catch-22, 
but if you lose then you don't 
win. "They say Catch-22 even 
in the Kremlin.” says Heller. 
"Both in English and Russian. I 
touched a nerve." 

Heller is 65 now. He is white- 
haired and still somewhat frail 
as the result of a calamitous 
nervous disease — GuiUain- 
Barre syndrome — which all 
but killed him in 1982. When 
cajoled into laughter fit isn't 
difficult), he bears a res- 
emblance (God help him) to 
Derek Jameson. He has written 
four novels since Catcfa-22 and 
at least one. Something Hap- 
pened — a devastating story of 
unlocated fear — which beats it 
hands down for style and 
emotional punch. 

But he will always be tagged 
as the man who wrote that 
book, his critical reputation 
stalled back in the 1960s. The 
same has happened to Philip 
Roth. Like Heller's, his new 
novels tend to be greeted as new 
cars rolling off a production 
line. They're all very well, it is 
said, but they lack somehow the 
zip and zing of that great early 
model, the Portnoy. It's more 
than a little unfair. 

Amazed 

Heller says:“ I re-read Catch- 
22 a few months ago. 1 was 
amazed by its energy and 
imagination. I worked hard on 
that book. Of course. I’m prey 
to the usual vanities. With each 
book 1 want both to outstay 
Judith Krantzon the best-seller 
lists and gain such acclaim that 
the Nobel committee has. sim- 
ply no option. And with each 
book I do try to do something 
very different.” 

Pictnre This is certainly dif- 
ferent. Heller, who is always 
careful with his openings, 
begins this one at the leisurely 
pace of a history lesson: Aris- 
totle, contemplating the bust of 
Homer, thought often of 
SocTates; while Rembrandt 
dressed him with paint in a 
white Renaissance surplice and 
medieval black robe and 
encased him in shadows.”

Joseph Heller: flying high again

It begins like a history lesson 
for the reason that it is a'history 
lesson. Written from the con- 
temporary standpoint, but 
swinging to and fro in lime bet- 
ween 17th-century Holland 
and Athens in the 5th century 
BC, Picture This uses the device 
of bringing Aristotle to life 
while Rembrandt paints his 
picture, to retell the life stories 
of Socrates, Plato, Pericles and 
Alcibiades, as well as those of 
Aristotle and Rembrandt 
themselves. 

Heller says: “I wanted to - 
write a novel with no conflict, 
no romance, no adventure, no 
storyline at all in the conven- 
tional sense. Critics have been 
saying, therefore, that it isn’t a 
novel. They often say that 
[fill** 


about my novels. It's because 
they have fixed rules about 
what a novel should and shoul- 
dn't be. I don't go along with 
that.” 

IfPictureThisisanovel, then 
it is a novel whose main theme is 
history and whose main 
characters are didactic points. 
Namely, that power and 
intellect axe incompatible, that 
politicians wage disastrous 
wars for no good reason, that 
genius tends to be given a hard 
time, and that humanity learns 
nothing from its mistakes. 

Notes 

Heller does a lot in this book. 
He notes that at the time when 
Athens was bequeathing 
democracy, the classical drama 


and the roots of philosophy to 
the West, its own politics were 
quite spectacularly whimsical, 
venal and vicious. He equates 
Athenian powerbroking with 
that of comtemporary 
America. "That democracy 
should wish to deny others the 
natural rights claimed for itself 
is not unusual,” he says. 

He works in large sections of 
Thucidydes , Aristotle and 
Plato, and, on occasions, 
another sort of philosophy, the 
downhome variety preferred 
by kaftan-wearers and Kurt 
Vonnegut: "To know you do 
not know is to know a great 
deal. Wisdom consists in know- 
ing there is no such thing” 
Ouch- 

Heller does all this in Picture 


This and gets away with it most 
of the time, for the simple 
reason that he is funny. His 
most endearing quality as a 
writer is that he refuses to take 
institutions seriously; or rather, 
that he takes them so seriously 
they become hilarious. He is 
relentlessly sardonic at the 
expense of those in power. 

He says: “You think that's 
not justified? You think any- 
thing ever changes? Look at 
Bush and Dukakis. It really 
won't make much difference 
which one is elected. America is 
ruled. by business and its 
politics are controlled by 
image-makers and no one 
bothers to hide it.

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Warrior queens in history

THE nervous misogyny run- 
ning through history all but 
drowns the taint but purposeful ‘ 
clatter of Boadicea's chariot. 

John Knox’s abuse is not 
untypical: "To promote a 
woman to bear rule, 
superiority, dominion or 
empire above any realm, nation 
or city, is repugnant to nature, 
continuously to God, a thing 
most contrarious to His 
revealed will and approved 
ordinance, and finally it is the 
subversion of good order, of all 
equity and justice.” 

Antonia Fraser's voice is all 
the more authoritative for 
being softer than Knox’s. In the 
cause of justice, as well as 
scholarship, she summons up a 
pantheon of warrior queens, 
many of whom ruled wisely, 
and all of whom prove that 
neither valour, nor patriotism, 
nor cruelty is the prerogative of 
the male. 

The “chariot” of the title is a 
multi-layered symbol. First, of 
course, it is the vehicle we 
associate with the British 
warrior queen, not actually 
equipped with knives as in 
popular mythology, but a light 
cane contraption that earned 
her into one of the most serious 
revolts the Romans suffered, 
the sack of Camolodunum 
(Colchester). 

The Romans were shamed 
that "all this ruin was brought 
upon them by a woman”, but, 
ill-treated by them, Boadicea 
did not hesitate to act harshly in 
return. It is one of the many 
merits of Fraser’s book that she 
does not seek to exonerate, 
merely to explain. 

Second, the chariot is a 
legacy, rolling through history 
and carrying other women 
from diverse cultures who took 
up aims to defend their nations, 
or (less attractively perhaps, yet 
more interestingly) to satisfy 
ambition or greed. We meet 
(among others) Cleopatra, 
Zenobia of Palmyra, Matilda 
of Tuscany, Tamara, Isabella 
of Spain, Elizabeth L, Jinga of 
Angola. Maria Theresa, and 
the Rani of Jhansi who was 
tfillnH in the unsuccessful battle 
to defend Gwalior against the 
British in 1858. 


Different though her 
subjects might be, Antonia 
Fraser nevertheless identifies 
common themes — the tomboy 
syndrome, for example, which 
has the youthful warrior queen 
abandoning dolls for soldiers 
and hunting, and the appen- 
dage syndrome, which allows 
her power as a substitute for 
father, husband or son. 

The voracity syndrome por- 
trays the powerful queen as sex- 
ually licentious, Catherine the 
Great for instance. All this is 
lively, convincing and original. 
Fraser leavens scholarship with 
wit and casts new light on 
themes one might (given the 
proliferation of feminist his- 
tory) have thought familiar. It 
is a considerable achievement. 

Significance 

The third significance of the 
chariot is perhaps the most 
interesting of all, and it is the 
only point at which the author 
sells us somewhat short. 

Since more than one cartoon 
representation of Margaret 
Thatcher has her in breast- 
plates, driving a chariot, it is 
relevant to ask why the myth of 
Boadicea should be ihus per- 
petuated. Why does the glory of 
the Queen of the Iceni still 
’endure? Why do men still fear. 


yet admire, powerful women? ji 
There are some answers to I 
those questions here. In the two 
last chapters Fraser considers j 
modem leaders like Indira 
Gandhi, Go Ida Meir and Mrs; 
Thatcher, and her analysis is so j 
acute that I wanted more. 

She addresses herself to the | 
apparent contradiction bet- 
ween Mrs Gandhi's toughness i 
and her ready acceptance of the | 
title of "The Mother", 
associated in Hindu conscious- I 
ness with goddesses both of fer- 
tility and of destruction. | 
Similarly, Mrs Thatcher will I 
accept the title Iron Lady, yet 
insist on displaying her femin- 
inity. Men may identify this as 
the having-your-cake-and-eal- 
ing-it syndrome, yet this is as 
simplistic as the radical femin- 
ist argument which says that 
when Thatcher is lough she is 
behaving like a man. 

Why does the warrior queen 
(Boadicea as symbol not his- 
torical figure) exercise such fas- 
cination? Fraser hazards an 
explanation that is no less con- 
vincing for being simple: 
"Women need heroines even 
more than men need heroes 
because their expectations of 
independence, fortitude and 
valour have generally speaking 
-been much lower.”

Memoirs 
from a 
bygone 
era

VERY few Arabs, Turks, or 
Persians write memoirs, and 
therefore little is known in the 
West about private life among 
Muslims. 

Those who do write about 
themselves as a rule suffer from 
a heavy and misplaced sense of 
grievance either about their 
societies or about the West, 
about anything and everything. 
Shusha Guppy is a happy 
exception. Evoking a past 
which was enjoyable in itself, 
her book also vividly depicts 
what until latterly was the Per- 
sian way of life. 

Guppy grew up in Tehran. 
Her father had educated him- 
self in Paris while remaining a 
pious Shia Muslim. A teacher 
at Tehran university, he was 
apparently considered "Per- 
sia's last great traditional 
philosopher”, while also being 
instrumental in introducing 
Western ideas and legal codes. 

With an array of the aunts 
and uncles and cousins of an 
extended family, complete with 
devoted servants, in numbers 
generating a sense of security. 


Guppy is among Lheiast to have 
known a Persian household of 
that style, with its gardens and 
ornamental water, its foods 
and ceremonies. She writes of 
such things as the unique blue 
of Persian ceramics, of dreams 
as prophetic revelation, of folk- 
medicine and attendance at the 
public bath-house. 

Heritage 

Under the rule of the Pahlavi 
Shahs, this heritage was being 
broken in favour of quite other 
values, supposedly Western 
and “modern”. Unavoidably 
the young Shusha received the 
new type of education, learning 
the tango and the waltz and 
how to appreciate classical 
Western music, how to swoon 
for Hollywood stars, never 
imagining wearing the veil that 
turns Persian women into whaL 
she called "malignant crows”. 

Perhaps it was Ayatollah 
Khomeini’s intention to restore 
what the previous Shahs had 
reformed out ofall recognition. 
In the event, he did nothing of 
the kind, but in the name of 
Shia Islam has created his own 
variety of ruin and tyranny. 

Dispossessed and per- 
secuted, Guppy and her rela- 
tions and friends are now in 
exile, obliged to make what 
they can oi the West. Wonder- 
fully free from bitterness. 
Guppy is grateful for what she 
remembers, as well as for what 
she has since learnt.

FAMILY DOCTOR TESTICULAR CANCER MOST 

COMMON TUMOR IN MEN 15-35

QUESTION: I think I feel a mass in my 
scrotum, but am afraid of what my 
physician may put me through. Would you 
please explain, in some detail, how testicular 
cancer is diagnosed and treated? t 

ANSWER: Testicular cancer is not a very 
common cancer, but there are 5,000 new 
cases each year in the United States and it is 
the most common tumorous cancer in men 
ages IS to 35. (Incidentally, questions from 
readers about this cancer are among the 
most frequently asked "cancer questions. '*) 
As with many cancers, there are several 
forms of testicular cancer, but almost all are 
meias tatics, meaning that they can spread 
through the body. 

Most testicular cancers are discovered by 
the patient, who notices a lump or mass in 
one testicle. Some cases are d iscovered when 
a man is being evaluated for pain in the 
scrotum or infertility. 

Testicular cancer is diagnosed through 
careful examination by a physician, during 


which the scrotum will be evaluated and 
manipulated. The physician often will shine 
a light through the thin skin of the scrotum 
to see if the lump is translucent. This 
examination will eliminate other conditions 
such as hydrocele or hematocele, which are 
small sacs of fluid, and infections or injuries 
of the testicle or epididyxnus. and as such, 
allow the light to pass through the mass. 

I fca ncer still is suspected, the testicle must 
be evaluated surgically. A biopsy may be 
taken during surgery, and if the results show 
malignancy, the testicle must be removed. 
There are no other choices. 

A general examination also will be done if 
cancer is suspected, because testicular can- 
cer can spread quickly to the lymph nodes, 
lungs and elsewhere. After surgery, most 
testicular cancer patients will undergo 
radiation therapy to try to kill all cancer 
cells. Chemotherapy may be substituted for 
oradded on to radiation therapy, depending 
on what type of testicular cancer was diag- 


nosed. In some cases, if the cancer has 
spread to the lymph nodes, the nodes may 
have to be removal also. 

The extent of the disease depends on how 
soon it is caught. Like many women who 
discover a breast lump, many men who find 
a testicular lump delay in seeing a doctor, 
which is a mistake because it only gives the 
cancer a chance to spread. 

As with many cancers, the survival rate 
for testicular cancer depends on how widely 
it has spread before it was diagnosed. 
However, if caught quickly, survival rates 
are good and testicular cancer can be com- 
pletely cured. Most men who have survived 
testicular cancer can resume their sex lives. 
But early diagnosis of testicular cancer is 
imperative. All men should learn how to 
examine their testicules and scrotum 
regularly just as women examine their 
breasts. It is an excellent early screening 
technique.

Same sad story 
of Vivien Leigh

THE life of the first Lady 
Olivier has now assumed the 
morbid fascination of a road 
accident. Biographers trip over 
each other to gawp and record 
and this large book by Hugo 
Vickers is the third life in recent 
years. 

A foreword gives his reasons 
for joining the relay race: that 
do "filmography'* can do jus- 
tice to Vivien Leigh and that she 
must have been an infinitely 
more interesting woman than 
hitherto presented. This is cer- 
tainly true and it would be a 
pleasure to review the complete 
success of a fresh approach. 

Mr Vickers' writing is 
measured and reasonable and 
his homework has been 
diligent. The volume of quotes 
from family and friends is mas- 
sive and he has unearthed one 
piece of new evidence which is 
moderately revealing. 

Apart from this, it is the same 
sad tale all over again with the 
decline into manic depression 
and manic behaviouras a focal 
point. It makes gloomy reading 
and all we need now is a final 
biography by a psychiatric doc- 
tor. 

Vivian (as she was chris- 
tened) Mary Hartley was bom 
in Darjeeling in 1913 to Ernest, 
a handsome Yorkshireman 
who philandered somewhat 
and was good at amateur 
dramatics, and Gertrude (nee 
Yackjee). who had Armenian 
or half-caste Parsi Indian 
blood. 

Gertrude was beautiful, so 
was her daughter, and there 
was money and comfort to give 
the little girl a happy and for- 


tunate start in life. 

In 1920 she was brought to 
England but, earlier, she had 
already noticed another mem- 
ber ofher "family” — this is Mr 
Vickers' coup — Jack Thom- 
son, a partner in Ernest’s Cal- 
cutta fino. 

He was in love with Ger- 
trude, tolerated by the free and 
easy Ernest, and they formed a 
menage a trois which lasted 
imtilJack'sdealhm 1938. Little 
Vivian thought this a perfectly 
natural, normal arrangement 
which may partially explain her 
own cavalier altitude towards 
marriages and husbands. 

Dreadful 

Her school year passed at the 
truly dreadful Roman Catholic 
Convent of the Sacred Heart in 
Roehampton, immortalised by 
Antonia White in Frost in May. 
Vivian weathered iu throwing 
religion out of the window with 
the growing realisation that her 
great beauty would always get 
her what she wanted. And she 
wanted a great deal. 

She was "finished" in 
Europe, where her gift for lan- 
guages flowered. But her 
predominant ambition now 
took over — she would be a 
great actress. Not just an 
actress but a great one. Here, 
surely, is her tragedy. She spent 
her life striving to achieve 
something beyond her physical 
and intuitive capability. No 
amount of hard work and ruth- 
less self-promotion can take the 
place of that spark of. inter- 
pretive genius which heralds a 
great actor and, as this was 
borne in on her, she was unable 
to maintain her equilibrium. 

Alexander Walker has des- 
cribed Vivien Leigh as "a star in

private life and a very good 
actress ’’ and Olivier as a great 
star actor and a very ordinary 
man. A perceptive opinion. 

• Hie most compelling actors 
are curiously lacking in person- 
ality when removed from their 
natural home, the theatre, 
which makes their chameleon 
transformations on stage so 
magically believable. When a 
"personality” enters this 
world, the illusion is broken. 

Vivien Leigh's personality 
was strong and vital. Her 
beauty was legendary. She had 
style and elegance, an excep- 
tional zest for life and wide 
interests. She loved to learn and 
surrounded herself with books. 
She also had a particular gift for 
friendship, being noted for her 
constant thoughtfulness and 
generosity. 

A paradox, perhaps, in view 
of her selfish lack of considera- 
tion for those closest to her? But 
then she was struggling des- 


perately towards that impossi- 
ble peak of ambition — a peak 
scaled so triumphantly by her 
second husband. She became 
obsessed by her inability to 
match him. Her own triumphs 
as Scarlet and Thornton Wil- 
der's Sabina were not enough. 

This biography is thorough 
and professional and will cer- 
tainly interest those who are 
familiar with the story. 

Several stoics emerge from 
the pages: Leigh Holman, the 
first husband, saintly in his 
calm acceptance of fate; 
Suzanne, a forgiving and 
understanding daughter; 
Olivier himself, astonishingly 
loyal throughout bitter 
provocation; and his first wife, 
J ill Esmond, who — like God in 
“Porphyria’s Lover” — "still 
has not said a word.” A wise 
woman.

LONDON, No v 4, (Reuter): 
Imran Khan said yesterday he 
was ready to play for Pakistan in 
next month’s one-day World 
Series tournament in Australia 
and the tour of New Zealand 
which follows it.

He missed the recent Aus- 
tralian visit to Paksitan, 
unhappy that it was played prior 
to the season's normal starting 
date. 

“I felt that the extreme heat 
and humidity were unfair on the 
players and even more so on our 
crowds,*' he said. 

Imran described the series, 
won 1-0 by Pakistan, as a disa- 
ster.

Platini promises return 
to French style of play 


PARIS, Nov 4, (Reuter): Michel 
Platini, taking over the reins of 
the crisis-hit French national 
team, promised yesterday a 
return to the style of play which 
brought France soccer glory for 
the best part of a decade. 

Platini, 33, replaced Henri 
Michel on Tuesday, 1 Odays after 
a disastrous 1-1 draw with 
Cyprus put in jeopardy French 
chances of reaching the 1990 
World Cup finals in Italy. 

Charge 

“1 will try to find again the 
style of the French team you saw 
for 10 years, a Platini style,’' he 
said at his first news conference 
since taking charge. 

Platini, three times in a row 
European Footballer of the 
Year, was playmaker and chief 
scorer of the glorious team which 


won the 1984 European Cham- 
pionship and reached the 
semifinals of the 1982 and 1986 
World Cups. 

But the former Saint-Etienne 
and Juventus star, who retired 
from active soccer 18 months 
ago, was more defensive about 
his future plans than he ever was 
on a football pitch. 

He said there would be a few 
surprises in the tefem he would 
announce next week to face 
Yugoslavia in Belgrade on Nov 
19, a vital World Cup qualifier, 
but gave no names or hints. 

“I will choose players for then- 
own style and not based on the 
opposition,'* he said. “I want a 
compact, solid team. I don't 
want a sweeper playing 30 metres 
behind the rest. I want a defence 
and midfield who push the ball 
forwards.” 


Austria survive 
Turkish assault 

VIENNA, Nov 4. (Reuter): Con- 
fident Austria survived a surprise 
second half fightback by Turkey 
to win their World Cup 
European Group Three qualify- 
ing clash 3-2 on Wednesday. 

Austrian striker Toni Polster 
opened the scoring after 38 min- 
utes when he drove home from 
eight metres and Andreas Her- 
zog added the second — the first 
of his two goals — four minutes 
later.

Taking a cross by Kurt Russ, 
Herzog embarked on a solo run 
which ended with a clinical fini- 
shing shot from the edge of the 
penalty area. 

Herzog was on the mark again 
early in the second half when he 
fired in Austria’s third with a 
powerful shot.

A local police chief said 
Anderson was not pursuing the 
matter but the English Football 
Association (FA) has written to 
both clubs and match officials 
asking for an explanation. 

The FA is anxious to improve 
the game's image and any puni- 
'^shment oould wed equal the nine- 
match ban handed to Arsenal's 
Paul Davis in September after he 
punched and broke the jaw of 
Southampton’s Glenn Cockerill. 

Danger 

Fashanu and Anderson had a 
stormy duel when the two clubs 
met exactly a year ago and the 
FA will want to know whether 
the respective managers were 
aware of the danger that this 
could have been carried over. 

Anderson, who came on

FISA rejects Detroit 
bid for Grand Prix 

PARIS, Nov 4, (Reuter): The 
Federation of International 
Sport Associations (FISA) said 
yesterday it had turned down 
Detroit's bid to stage next year's 
Formula One US Grand Prix 
because of doubts over the safety 
ofitstrack. 

. “We have learnt that the 
'organisms 'are incapable of’ 
meeting the safety criteria 
required for a Formula One 
world test. Therefore, their 
request to organise the 1 989 race 
has been turned down,” FISA 
said in a statement. 

“We are very sorry to have 
come to this decision but on 
questions of safety there can be 
no compromise.” 

The ruling was sure to be a 
bitter disappointment to the 
Detroit organisers who had been 
rushing to bring the circuit up to 
FISA safety standards in time for 
the race, which had been 
scheduled for June 1 8. 

The FISA ruling means that 
next year there will be no For- 
mula One m the United States for 
the first time in 30 years. Detroit 


was the only stop in the United 
States on the world Formula One 
circuit 

Detroit mayor Coleman 
Young was expected to 
announce later yesterday that 
Indianapolis SOO-type cars 
would replace Formula One cars 
in next year’s race, motor raring 
officials said. A spokesman for

Mitchell 
too strong for 
McDonnell 

LONDON, Nov 4. (Reuter): 
South African Brian Mitchell 
successfully defended his World 
Boxing Association junior light- 
weight title for the sixth time on 
Wednesday. 

He proved himself a champion 
of the nigbest calibre in gaining a 
unanimous points verdict after 
12 rounds with Britain’s Jim 
McDonnell, unbeaten in his 
previous 24 bouts.

LONDON. Nov 4, (Reuter): 
Advocates of neutral umpires in 
international cricket were given 
fresh amm uni lion by a survey 
published in the London Times 
on Wednesday which questioned 
the impartiality of some home 
umpires. 

The survey showed that veil- 
ing batsmen were more likely to 
be dismissed leg before than 
home players. 

Freelance cricket journalist 
Giles Lyon looked at Test 
scorecards over the past 20 years. 
He analysed the percentage ofleg 
before decisions — the most con- 
troversial manner of dismissal — 
given against touring teams and 
borne sides in relation to the total 
number of wickets taken. 

He found that in 482 Tests 
played between 1967 and the 
Australian tour of Pakistan, 
completed in October, borne 
umpires gave their own batsmen 
out leg before 12.26 per cent of all 
wickets lost, compared with 
13.79 per cent for the touring 
team, a difference of 1.53 per 
cent. 

The discrepancy was more 
marked in Pakistan where much 
of the criticism of umpires has 
been directed. 

Fall 

In 57 Tests there touring 
players have been dismissed Ibw 
173 times out 891 wickets to fall, 
and Pakistanis 86 times in 682 — 
a percentage difference of 6.S1 . 

The survey sb owed tha l Indi an 
umpires gave home players out 
6.78 per cent often than oppon- 
ents, while Sri T^nka the dif- 
ference was again in favour of the 
home team. 

Only in those series where 
England and New Zealand 
played host were the figures 
reversed with home batsmen 
being given out leg before more 
often than visiting players. 

Lyon concluded that while the 
overall figures did not suggest 
foul play they added weight to 
demands for neutral umpires in 
Test cricket 

“This would reduce any doubt 
about the impartiality of 
officials: contentious verdicts 
would then be seen not as biased 
umpiring but as poor umpiring," 
he said.

ATP ready to set up rebel circuit 


LONDON, Nov 4. (Reuter): The 
world's top men tennis players 
are to set up a rebel circuit which 
could cast a shadow over the 
future of Wimbledon and the 
other Grand Slam tournaments. 

The threat to the major cham- 
pionships emerged after the 
breakdown of talks on Wednes- 
day between the Association of 
Tennis Professionals (ATP), the 
Players* Union, and the sport's 
governing body, the Men's Ten- 
nis Council (MTC). 

South African Ray Moore, an 
ATP board member, said: “We 


have put the MTC on notice that 
we will not be with them at the 
end of 1989 and that in 1990 we 
will start our own tour." 

MTC administrator Marshall 
Happer forecast the decision 
would bring “fragmentation and 
chaos.” 

Happer said one of the MTC 
options could be to run the 
Grand Prix circuit in opposition 
to the proposed ATP series — 
and that could leave leading 
players having to qualify for 
wimbiedon-and the other three 
Grand Slam tournaments. 


The ATP are to begin their 
own tournament circuit from 
January 1,1 990 and say that 20 of 
the top 25 players in the game 
have already signed contracts to 
compete. 

They include world number 
one Mats Wilander, his fellow- 
Swede and Wimbledon cham- 
pion Stefan Ed berg, former 
Wimbledon champions John 
McEnroe of the United States, 
West Germany's Boris Becker 
and Australian Pat Cash, and 
Olympic champion Miloslav 
Mecir of Czechoslovakia. 


Moore said: “The ATP tour is 
now a ‘fait accompli'. The tour 
will go ahead in 1990 and we shall 
publish a calendar before the end 
of this year.” 

Moore felt that Wimbledon, 
the other three Grand Slam 
championships of France, Aus- 
tralia and the United States and 
the Davis Cup would not be 
affected by the ATP circuit 
Meanwhile, organisers of the 
major tennis tournaments said 
today they had devised a peace 
plan which they hoped would 
appease the rebel players.
